and his wife, Rebekah S. West, to 
“take losses” on declines in stock 
values, as a means of avoiding 
the income tax. Mr. and Mrs. West 
have appealed to the Board from 
defiicency tax assessments of $19,- 
148.48 against West, and $2962.94 
against Mrs. West, for 1931-32. 

Their method, as related by West, 
was that one should sell stocks or 
bonds on the market, and that the 
other should,( on the same day, 
buy on the market the same stocks 
or bonds in the same amount, at 
the same price. The Government 
contends that these were “wash” 
sales, not to be considered in in- 
come tax computations. 

A different plan was described to 
the Board yesterday by James Lee 
Johnson, large holder of Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. stock. He told how 
he created the Eleanor Investment 
Co., named for his wife, Mrs. Elea- 
nor Church Johnson, and located 
in a desk drawer of a downtown 
law office, as a means of establish- 
ing a claim of $380,000 “loss” on the 
decline in the value of his stock. 
He is appealing from a Government 
claim for $35,288 tax on his 1932 
income, 


Johnson Sold to His Corporation 
Shares Bought From Brother. 
James Lee Johnson, whose appeal 
was heard by the Board yester- 
day, sold 10,000 shares of Inter- 
national Shoe to the Eleanor In- 
vestment Co. in December, 1932, 
at the then market price of $24 a 
share, or $38 a share less than the 
price of $62, at which he had 
bought the stock from his brother, 
Oscar Johnson. James Lee and 
Oscar Johnson are sons of the late 
Oscar Johnson, one of the founders 
of the shoe company. 
Case Under Advisement. 
Because of the $380,000 “loss” 
claimed on this transaction, John- 
son contends that he should pay no 
income tax for 1932. The Govern- 
ment alleges that the sale was not 
bona fide, and that Johnson contin- 
ued to control the stock, which has 
a present market value of $47.50 a 
share. .After yesterday’s hearing, 
the matter was taken under advise- 
ment by the presiding member of 
the Appeals Board, former Con- 
gressman William W. Arnold. 
Johnson testified that in 1932 he 
consulted Attorney Guy A. Thomp- 
son as to formation of a corpora- 
tion for two purposes. One purpose, 
he said, was to establish a separate 
estate for his wife; the other was 
to “take his loss” for tax purposes 


was about 58,000 shares. Johnson 
insisted that he had both purposes 
clearly in mind, and that if either 
of them had been lacking, he would 
not have undertaken the formation 
of a company. 

Advised by Attorneys. 

Attorney Thompson, Johnson 
said, referred him to the law firm 
of Lowenhaupt & Waite, specializ- 
ing in income tax matters. On the 
advice of that firm, Johnson testi- 
fied, he proceeded in December, 
1932, with the formation of the 
Eleanor Investment Co. 

Johnson said he borrowed $100,- 
000 from the First National Bank, 
taking three cashier’s checks. One 
of these checks, for $49,900, he gave 
to his wife; the other, for the same 
amount, he held; the third, for 
$200, he gave to Fielding T. Child- 
ress. He incorporated the Eleanor 
Co., and he, his wife and Childress 
bought its stock with their cashier's 
checks. Childress was made presi- 
dent, and Johnson secretary-trea- 
surer, of the company. 

Secretary’s Books Shown. 

“Where was the office of the 
Eleanor Investment Co.?” Johnson 
was asked, and replied that it was 
in the law office of Thompson, 
Mitchell, Thompson & Young. 
When asked how much space was 
devoted to it, he replied that the 
books took up desk space. The 
secretary's minute book, a good- 
sized volume, was shown. 

On the day of the check transac- 
tion, Johnson. said, he sold his 10,- 
000 shares of International Shoe 
stock to the Eleanor Investment 
Co. The company, he said, gave 
him $99,000 and its note for $141,- 
‘of the 10,000 
shares at $24, or $240,000. This sale 
gave the basis for his claim of a 
$380,000 loss. His income, aside 
from this claim of loss, was about 
$200,000 for 1932, he said. The loss, 
exceeding the income, left no tax- 
able balance for the year. 

“Couldn’t you have sold the 10,000 
shares on the market?” Wiliam E. 
Davis, Govermment attorney asked, 
adding that in case of such a sale, 
there would have been no question 
of Johnson’s right to take a loss 
deduction. 

“The market was very thin at 
that time,” Johnson replied. “It 
is doubtful whether I could have 
sold that many shares. and it is 
very likely that the operation would

PUBLIC RELIEF 
CUMMITTEE SET 
UP AT MEETING 


Dean Sweet Heads Council 
Formed After Heated Dis- 


cussion of Problem at 


Sheldon Memorial. 


$500,000-A-MONTH 
CITY OUTLAY URGED 


Inadequacy of Provision for 
Needy Condemned by 
Speakers at ‘Silk Stock- 


ing’ Gathering. 


Men and women representing all 
shades of opinion on the relief 
problem, who met at the Sheldon 
Memorial and indulged in a heated 
discussion last night, organized the 
Emergency Committee on Relief, 
with Dean Sidney E. Sweet of 
Christ Church Cathedral as chair- 
man, to promote public sentiment 
for adequate relief appropriations. 

The 100 who attended the meet- 
ing, called by the Ethical Society, 
passed resolutions urging the city 
to appropriate $500,000 a month for 
relief and asking the St. Louis Re- 
lief Administration to put back on 


the relief rolls as a body the 23,000 
who were dropped last month be- 
cause of lack of funds. 

Widely divergent viewpoints were 
expressed with utter freedom, and 
anyone who opened his mouth was 
fair game for attack by those who 
did not agree with him. The infor- 
mal manner in which the meeting 
was conducted permitted, without 
confusion or disorder, the interrup- 
tion of speakers, chalienging the 
accuracy of their remarks, and re- 
torts which stopped just short of 
name calling. 


Organizations Represented. 


Among the organizations repre- 
sented were the American Work- 
ers’ Union, the League of Women 
Voters, the Catholic Worker, the 
People’s Industrial Union, the 
American Youth Congress, the 
Children’s Aid Society, the Neigh- 
borhood Association, the Missouri 
Welfare League, the Wednesday 
Club, the League Against War and 
Fascism, the Permanent Council 
on Relief Needs, and churches of 
several denominations, It was 
largely, as one of the speakers 
said, a “silk stocking” gathering. 

Named with Dean Sweet as mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
of the Emergency Committee were 
Mrs. Charles W. Rodewald, Mrs. 
Ralph W. Thayer, Mrs. A. S. 
Langsdorf, R: Walston Chubb, the 
Rev. George M. Gibson and Ted 
Graham, organizer for the Ameri- 
can Workers’ Union. 

Dean A. §S. Langsdorf of Wash- 
ington University’s School of Arch- 
itecture and Engineering presided 
and found occasion to remark that 
he did not mind being classed as an 
agitator himself, if that would help 
awaken the people to the suffering 
which exists in the community. 

“T’ll tell you what I found,” said 
Dean Langsdorf, mentioning that 
he and Mrs. Langsdorf recently had 
visited the homes of some of the 
people on relief. There was one 
family—a mother and eight chil- 
dren, the oldest a girl about 17— 
and do you know what they were 
getting?” 

“About $30 a month,” replied W. 
Cc. Connett, chairman of the St. 
Louis Relief Committee and vice- 
president of -the First National 
Bank. 

“$9.25 Every Two Weeks.” 

“No; $9.25 every two weeks, and 
their rent was $10 a month,’ Dean 
Langsdorf said. “They didn’t have 
a bite to eat when I was there ani 
the kids had to cry themselves to 
sleep because they were hungry.” 

“No doubt about it,” said Con- 
nett, “there’s a lot of suffering. But 
there is no use getting sentimental 
about it. This problem is going to 
be with us for a long time. Now 
I’m a practical man, and this is a 
practical problem—to et the 
money. I say to you inate best 
friend of those in need is the one 
who will keep the chiselers off the 
relief rolls.” 

Connett told of the re-examina- 
tion his committee is making of the 
needs of the 29,000 who remain on 
the relief rolls and said that study 
would be extended, starting today, 
to the 23,000 who were dropped last 
month. 

It was then that the Rev. Dr. 
Gibson proposed that those dropped 
from the rolls in a body be restored 
in a body, and investigated after- 
ward. 

Asks What About the Starving? 

“While you are putting them 
back one by one,” said Mrs. Jerome 
Cook, of the League of Women 
Voters,’ “what is going to happen 
to the ‘eople who are starving?

DANCER'S TORCH 
SFTS NIGHT CLUB 
AFIRE: 4 KILLED 


Attempt to Light Cigarette 
on Flame Carried by 
Woman Starts 


San Francisco. 


Blaze in

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—A 
night club guest’s attempt to light 
a cigarette from a dancer’s torch 
started a fire in the Club Sham- 
rock here early today, resulting in 
the deaths of four persons and in- 
juries to 12 others. 

The dancer, Peggy Blossom, 
swept on to the floor at 1 a. m. 
carrying two flaming torches which 
had been dipped in benzine for 
her act. About 50 persons in the 
crowded night club watched the 
young woman, 

There were several versions of 
how the place was turned into dis- 


order when the flames broke out, 
but Henry Buckman, manager, told 
police he thought his account was 
correct. 

As Miss Blossom swirled with the 
blazing torches, Buckman said, a 
guest grabbed at one of them, ap- 
parently to light his cigarette. 

Miss Blossom raised her arm to 
avoid him and the torch touched 
flimsy decorations and the low 
ceiling. Within a moment the en- 
tire room was ablaze, as guests 
and entertainers fought their way 
through a narrow hallway to the 
only exit. 

Fire Chief John Brennan esti-4 
mated the loss at $10,000. 

The hat check girl was trampled 
to death as 50 persons stampeded 
from the one exit from the Sham- 
rock Club at 560 Geary street in 
the hotel district of downtown San 
Francisco. The other three died 
of suffocation in the closed second- 
floor room. 

The dead: Jo Dickinson, hat 
check girl, San Francisco; Mrs. 
Elsie Marler, 32 years old, Peta- 
luma, Cal... whose husband former- 
ly was part owner of the Shamrock 
Club; Robert Pattison, Berkeley, 
Cal., and John Mason, San Fran- 
cisco. 

Three members of the orchestra 
were found huddled in the icebox. 
One was burned and the others 
were suffering from smoke _ and 
shock.

PLEA TO HALT THIRD MURDER 
TRIAL OF PEARSON DENIED 


Supreme Court Refuses to Intervene 
in Case Growing Out of Buck- 
ingham Annex Fire.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13.— A 
writ of prohibition to restrain Cir- 
cuit Judge James M. Douglas of St. 
Louis from trying Ralph Pierson for 
a third time on a charge of murder 
growing out of the Buckingham Ho- 
tel Annex fire in St. Louis more 
than eight years ago was denied by 
the State Supreme Court today. 

Pierson, who received death and 
life sentences in his fizst two trials, 
had been scheduled to go to trial 
Monday. On filing an application 
for a writ of prohibition by Pier- 
son's attorney, the Supreme Court 
issued a stop order until it had time 
to consider the petition. 

Seven persons were burned _ to 
death in the hotel fire. Andrew B. 
Meadows, night watchman, is serv- 
ing a life sentence for his part in 
the crime, and Robert Cotham is 
serviing a 10-year sentence. 

Pierson had been out on $80,000 
bond since last July. His first two 
convictions were reversed and re- 
manded by the Supreme Court, 


THREE DETROIT BANKERS 
CONVICTED OF FRAUD 


Second Group of 34 Indicted Found 
Guilty; First Three Tried 
| Were Acquitted, 
| By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., May 13.—-Three 
former bank officers, John R. Bod- 
de, Edwin J. Eckert and Donald 


N. Sweeny, were convicted today by 
a Federal Court jury on three 
counts of banking law violations 
before the 1933 banking collapse 
here. 

Judge Patrick T. Stone ordered 
that defense motions to set aside 
the verdict be submitted next weeke 
The $2500 bond of each of.the de- 
fendants was continued. 

The three, all officers of the 
former People’s Wayne County 
Bank, were among the 34 Michi- 
gan bankers incicted after the gen- 
eral bank closings here which pre- 
ceded by three weeks the national 
suspensions. The first three of 
those indicted were acquitted at a 
trial more than a year ago. 

A jury of 11 women and one man, 
returned the verdict after seven 
and one-half hours’ deliberation. 

The three counts on which the 
bankers were convicted charged (1) 
false entry in reports to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in 1931; (2) 
false entry in books of the bank, 
and (3) conspiracy to violate bank- 
ing laws. 

The maximum penalty possible 
on each coufit is imprisonment for 
five years and a $5000 fine. 


CANADIANS SETTLE CLAIM 
FOR DRY LAW SMUGGLING 


Distillers and Treasury Reach 
Agreement on Demand for $100,- 
000,000 in Duties.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Treas 
ury officials said today an agree- 
ment had been reached with large 
distillers of Canadian liquor on 
United States claims for tariff du- 
ties on liquor smuggled into this 
country during prohibition.

ALL-NIGHT RALLY 
OF JOBLESS AT 
RELIEF OFFICE 


Crowd Marches From Mass 

Meeting to Headquarters 

*—25 Still Inside Holding 
Out for Funds. 


Twenty-five members of the 
American Workers’ Union, hungry 
and sleepy but determined that “we 
shall not be moved,” still occupied 
benches in the application office 
of the St. Louis Relief Administra- 
tion at Twenty-first and Olive 
streets today, after an all-night 
demonstration by other members 
outside who demanded immediate 
appropriation of city funds for re- 
lief. 

The group inside had been there 
since 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
when they renewed the demonstra- 
tion which began last Saturday and 
ended at City Hall Monday after- 
noon, after bills were introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen to in- 
crease the monthly apropriation for 
relief from $147,000 to $250,000 and 
submit a proposal to issue $1,500,- 
000 in relief bonds at the election 
Aug. 4 An additional relief ap- 
propriation of $75,000 for the re- 
mainder of this month also was 
proposed. 

However, members of the Ameri- 
can Workers’ Union, organization 
of the unemployed, decided it was 
not yet time to desist in their ef- 
forts to spur action, so, led by Jo- 
seph Hoffman, secretary of the un- 
ion, they returned to the relief of- 
fice yesterday. There were 80 of 
them at first, but by noon today 
their number had dwindled to 25. 
Their decision to stay followed re- 
fusal by R. J. Crump, Relief Ad- 
ministrator, to permit sandwiches 
and milk to be taken in to them. 

The demonstration reacned a 
peak at 10 o’clock last night when 
about 150 of the jobless paraded 
from:.the mass meeting at union 
headquarters, Leonard and Easton 
avenues, to the relief office, join- 
ing 50 who had taken turns picket- 
ing the place since earlier in the 
evening. 

Parade From Mass Meeting. 

Thus augmented, the picket line 
was extended along the sidewalk 
om the Olive and Twenty-first 
street sides of the building.

GENEVA, May 13.—First sugges 
tions on how to make the League 
of Nations more effective were sub- 
mitted today by Nicholas Socrate 
Politis, former Foreign Minister 
of Greece, who handed to Joseph 
Paul-Boncour of France his recom- 
mendations on amendments to the 
League Covenant. The contents of 
the memorandum were not giver 
out. 

The League council, which yester- 
day postponed deliberations on the 
Italian conquest of Ethiopia after 
the Italian delegation withdrew 
from the meeting, adjourned after 
two meetings, one private and one 
public. At the former, the meme 
bers decided to hold a special ses 
sion on the Italian-Ethiopian isste 
on June 16. 

Other subjects placed on the 
agenda for the June 16 meeting 
were the Locarno problem, resulte 
ing from Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hite 
ler’s reoccupation of the Rhineland, 
and the slavery question, one of the 
council’s permanent consideraticns, 

Move to Put China in Council. 

Today’s public session was de 
voted to the proposal to create an 
additional council seat for China, 
with varicus members speaking in 
its favor. The council decided te 
submit the proposal to the League 
assembly in September, when elece 
tion of new members will be held, 

Two communications’ were ree 
ceived before the Council concluded 
its sessions. 

Ethiopia sent a letter from the 
president of the 
Cross, which characterizes ag 
“wretches” certain Egyptians who 
made, “purely for gain,” accusationg 
of Ethiopian atrocities. 

Italy told the League Lieut. An 
mand Frere, a Belgian, had signed 
an affidavit describing orgies he 
said he witnessed while with Ethie 
opian troops.

Status of Italy.

With the Council’s refusal te 
“modify measures previously adopt- 
ed” against Italy, the League and 
Italy were farther apart than ever 
on the practical question whether 
an independent empire of Ethiopia 
still existed in fact. 

Whether Premier Mussolini 
would carry his indignation against.

Some argued it would be a good 
thing if Italy quit the League and 
others even urged that it was high 
time to expel the adjudged aggres- 
sor—a procedure possible under are 
ticle XVI of the League Covenant, 
Others contended Europe’s real cone 
cern was Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler and that as long as there was 
any chance of gaining Italy’s co- 
operation against Germany, it 
would be foolish to discourage this 
by enforcing sanctions far the Ethi- 
opian conquest. 

Blow to Security Aims. 

Geneva sources conceded that the 
withdrawal of the Italian delegation 
complicated the European political 
situation, virtually halting for the 
moment the efforts of diplomats to 
build a stronger collective security 
system against war.

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TREASURY FIGURES 
BILL WOULD CUT 
283 FIRMS’ TAX 


Morgenthau Says These, of 
600 Making More Than 
Million in 1934, Would 
Have Saved 50 Pct. 


138 MORE WOULD

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 


told the Senate Finance Committee 
today that 283 of the 600 corpora- 
tions which made more than a 
million dollars in 1934 would have 
paid less taxes under the plan to 
base levies on undistributed profits. 

Treasury experts told the commit- 
tee they were confident an equal 
number of the corporations would 
have had to pay more taxes under 
the contested corporate tax plan in 
the House tax bill than they 
actually paid under the present flat 
corporate tax levy. 

Detailed statistics on the number 
of corporations which would have 
paid more were not submitted by 
Morgenthau today, as they had not 
been requested, but he was asked 
to prepare them. 

Figures on Reductions. 

His figures, laid before the com- 
mittee in a closed session, showed 
that 600 corporations reported net 
income of §1,000,000 or more in 
1934. If they should have distrib- 
uted their earnings under the new 
plan in the way they actually did, 
283 would have had their taxes re- 
duced by 60 per cent, and 138 of 
these would have paid nothing. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
who had requested the information, 
said to reporters the figures “prove 
my contention that many prosper- 
ous companies will evade taxes” 
under the proposal for taxing cor- 
porations only on how much of 
their income they withhold from 
distribution. 

“I am more convinced than ever 
that the bill is very much to the 
advantage of the strong company 
and disastrous to the small com- 
pany,” Byrd added. 

Compromise on Bill Likely. 

As Morgenthau went before the 

committee for the second time to 


defend the administration's plan | 


for taxing undistributed corpora- 
tion profits, there were strong in- 
dications that the Senators were 
leaning toward a compromise. 

Senator Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, chairman, offered a proposal 
for imposing a flat 15 per cent tax 
on net corporation income with 
surtaxes ranging from 5 to 45 per 
cent if more than 30 per cent of 
earnings were withheld from dis- 
tribution. Although there was no 
agreement on these specific rates, 
committee opinion seemed to be 
crystallizing around the general 
idea of imposing A&A suUrtax on uNn- 
distributed profits in addition to a 
flat levy on all corporate income. 

(The House bill, containing in- 
tricate tax tables, would lay a tax 
on net income of corporations, rang- 
ing up to 42% per cent and gradu- 
ated according to the percentage 
of income withheld from distribu- 
tion to stockholders. The present 
corporate taxes, including one 
ranging from 12% per cent to 15 
per cent on net income of corpora- 
tions, would be repealed. The aim 
of the program, its advocates said, 
was to raise more revenue and pro- 
vide wider distribution of corpor- 
ate earnings.) 

Simpler Rate Plan Offered. 


The Treasury offered yesterday 
a plan translating the House Bill's 
schedules into simpler form. In 
brief, it would impose taxes up to 
50 per cent on that part of corpora- 
tion income withheld from dividend 
distribution. There would be an 
exemption of $1000 for corporations 
with incomes of $20,000. Aside from 
that, the tax would apply on a 
graduated scale ranging from two- 
sevenths of the first 14 per cent of 
net income undistributed to one- 
half of all over 45 per cent. 

Harrison expressed the belief 
President Roosevelt would approve 
any measure that would raise the 
$620,000,000 in permanent revenue 
and $500,000,000 in temporary reve- 
nue he has requested. This was in- 
terpreted as an indication that 
Roosevelt might yield on his origi- 
nal proposal for taxing undistribu- 
ted corporate profits. 

Oliphant Answers Critics. 

In three hours of testimony, Her- 
man Oliphant, Treasury general 
counsel, replied to senatorial criti- 
cisms of the profits tax yesterday. 
He declared that the plan was de- 
signed to put the tax load where it 
could best be borne and that it 
would help small corporations. 

While Oliphant testified in the 
committee room, Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, declared on 
the Senate floor that the House tax 
bill would require a taxpayer to

IN OKLAHOMA 
PRISON BREAK 


Foreman at McAlester 
Brickyard and Convict 


Shot to Death and Offi- 
cer Wounded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
McALESTER, Ok., May 13. — A 
prison brickyard foreman and one 
convict were killed and a guard 
and nine convicts were wounded in 
a prison break at McAlestet Peni- 
tentiary brickyard today. Six of 


the convicts were recaptured. Six 
are still at large. 

The convicts seized A. D. Powell, 
prison brickyard foreman, placed 
him in a commandeered automobile, 
shot him through the head, then 
threw his body into the street about 
one mile from the downtown busi- 
ness section.

He said he was advised that he 
could give Mrs. Johnson up to $50,- 
000 cash without having to pay a 
gift tax, and that this caused him 
tc make the amount of the gift 
$49,900. 

“When you gave her that money,” 
Johnson was asked, “could she have 
gone out and spent it as_ she 
chose?” 

“I suppose so,” he said, “but I 
had advised Her to buy the stock 
of the Elearor Investment Co., and 
she did.” 

At the time when he borrowed 
the $100,000 from the First Nation- 
al, Johnson said, he owed the same 
bank more than $200,000, and owed 
his brother, Oscar Johnson, about 
$240,000. 


It was brought out that in 1934 
Johnson stated in writing to a rep- 
resentative of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau that the Eleanor Invest- 
ment Co. was formed “primarily” 
to establish a loss for income tax 
purposes. Johnson insisted, how- 
ever, that he had had in mind 
also the purpose of establishing an 
estate for his wife, and Attorney 
Thompson said Johnson had sought 
his advice on the latter subject at 
least three times. 

The Johnson case is similar in 
some respects to that of the Ed- 
trust fund, 
established by the late chemical 
manufacturer in 1920. The Govern- 
ment claimed $61,000 deficiency in- 
come tax, and Federal Judge Davis 
granted the claim, with.interest in- 
creasing the amount to $110,000. 
The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals reversed the judgment last 
February, and remanded the case 
for a new trial. 


Statement by Attorney. 

Attorney Mayner S. Wallace, rep- 
resenting Mr. and Mrs. West at to- 
day’s Appeal Board hearing, made 
a preliminary statement.

West’s Statement. 

West, in his statement to the Ap- 
peal Board, said he had been in the 
brokerage business 30 years, was a 
member of the firm of G. H. Walk- 
er & Co., holding a 13 per cent in- 
terest, and had not been active in 
the business recently. He said his 
wife and his son, Allen T. West Jr.. 
had individual accounts with the 
Walker brokerage firm, and that 
he held power of attorney for both, 
in brokerage transactions. He said 
he and Mrs. West were away from 
St. Louis about one-half the time, 
and that in their absence, Edward 
Sandover, auditor of the Walker 
firm, handled their business. 

West said that at time of their 
marriage in 1910, Mrs. West had 
$50,000, which she had _ inherited, 
and that four years later, on the 
death of her father, she inherited 
$200,000 more. West said he gave 
his wife, in 1920, 40,000 shares of 
preferred stock of the United Wood 
Heel Co., and in 1931-32 made her 
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cash gifts amounting to $152,000. 
He said these gifts were made be- 
cause Mrs. West had _ suffered 
heavy losses in stock transactions, 
and because he wished to have her 
estate about equal to his own. 

West said he and his wife had a 
joint safe deposit box. She was 
not a business woman, he said, and 
in reply to a question, he said he 
did not recall that she had ever 
sought to dissuade him from any 
contemplated stock or bond trans- 
action.

MILTON GIRTON FIRED 


AS AIRPORT MANAGER 


Ousted by Director of Public 
Welfare Darst in “Interest 
of Harmony.” 


Director of Public Welfare Joseph 
M. Darst announced today the dis- 
missal of Milton D. Girton as super- 
intendent of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the municipal airport.

~ MOTION TO ACQUIT 
TIN FLOGGING TRIAL 


Counsel for Former Tampa 
Policemen Attack Evidence 
— Seek Directed Verdict. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
BARTOW, Fia., May 13.—Coun- 


sel for six former Tampa police- 
men and their former chief, defend- 


ants in the Tlorida flogging trial, 
moved today for a directed verdict 
of acquittal. 

The defense alleged that the in- 
formation was defective, in that it 
failed to charge an offense against 
Florida law; that it lacked a count 
charging the defendants with a 
specific offense, and that even if 
the information had been drawn 
properly the State had failed to 
present sufficient evidence to es- 
tablish the “purported charge.” 

It contended also that no evi- 
dence of conspiracy had been pre- 
sented. Such testimony as has 
been given, the defense said, has 
evidenced a “fatal variance,” perti- 
nent to an offense other than those 
charged. 

| Charges Against Seven. 

The six former policemen are 
on trial charged with conspiracy to 
kidnap Eugene F. Poulnot, one 
of the ‘hree flogging victims; with 
the kidnaping itself; with conspir- 
acy to commit false imprisonment; 
and with false imprisonment. Their 
former Chief R. C. Tittsworth, is 
charged with being an accessory 
after the fact. The other flogging 
victims, besides Poulnot, were 
Joseph Shoemaker, who died of 
his injuries, and 8. J. Rogers. 

Judge Robert T. Dewell said ar- 
guments on the motion, with the 
jury excluded, may require until 
tomorrow noon. 

The State closed its case yester- 
day with interrogation of L. T. 
Shoemaker, brother of Joseph Shoe- 
maker. He was asked about his 
trip with Rogers, the third flog- 
ging victim, to find his brother, 
but no attempt was made to estab- 
lish the important point, when 
Shoemaker made formal complaint 
to the police. 

Defense Argument. 

Pat Whitaker, chief of defense 
counsel, opened the argument in 
support of the motion for a direct- 
ed verdict, with an impassioned ap- 
peal to pay no heed to the demands 
of “the rabble” or the press. He 
portrayed the defendants as vic- 
tims of partisan publicity in Tam- 
pa, creating “intense feeling” in 
Hillsborough County, and said the 
need for moral courage exists now 
as in colonial days. 

The defense attorney cited an Al. 
abama case in which a man was 
taken from a church “by masked 
and robed\members of the Ku Klux 
Klan, beaten in another county and 
ordered to run.” The Alabama Su- 
preme Court, he said, under a law 
similar to the Florida statute, held 
the offense did not constitute kid- 
naping. 

The defense contended Poulnot’s 
testimony was perjured, that he 
identified F. W. Switzer as the driv- 


er of the car in which Poulnot was)

$410,000,000 Measure, Held Up for 
Weeks, Finally Approved by 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Con- 

al enactment of the $410,- 

000,000 rural] electrification bill was 

near today when House and Sen- 

ate conferees, after a long dispute, 

reached an agreement on the meas- 
ure. 

Senator Norris (Rep.), of Nebras- 
ka, author of the bill, said he was 
well satisfied with the agreement, 
which would authorize a 10-year 
program of extending power fa- 
cilities to farm families. 

The chief dispute, which had 
held up the agreement for weeks, 
was over a House provision for 
loans to private power companies. 
A compromise was reached permit- 
ting such loans, but directing that 
preference should be given loans to 
municipalities, farm organizations 
and non-profit groups.

District of Columbia Judge 
Rules for PWA in Utilities’ 
Injunction Suit. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Chief 
Justice Alfred A. Wheat ruled to- 
day that confidential correspond- 
ence between President Roosevelt 
and Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
could not be introduced as evidence 
in the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court. 

He upheld Jerome Frank, PWA 
attorney, who refused to produce 
the letters from the Government 
files in response to a subpena by 
Dean Acheson, counsel for private 
utility companies. Acheson con- 
tended that the letters would dis- 
close a scheme of two officials to 
regulate local power rates without 
due authority. 

“I am surprised that there should 
be so much controversy over this 
point,” Chief Justice Wheat said, 
“This is not a question of the per- 
sonality of the President; it is a 
question of the President's office 
itself. I acn see no conceivable rea- 
son why communications between 
the President and his Cabinet mem- 
bers should be opened to public dis- 
cussion.” 

Newton D. Baker, joint counsel 
for the utility companies, cited 
Chief Justice John Marshall, the 
trial of Aaron Burr, and ancient 
English law in his attempt to bring 
the letters before the court. 

The private utility firms are seek- 
ing an injunction to block nearly 
$3,000,000 of PWA loans for the con- 
struction of 10 municipal power 
plants in Alabama, Iowa, Oklaho- 
ma and Texas. 

Frank argued that the memo- 
randum was privileged and that 
“an investigation is now under 
way to find out how these papers 
came to the knowledge of private 
power companies. I am authorized 
by the President to say that he con- 
siders this document privileged and 
that it would be prejudicial to the 
public interest if it is produced in 
court. This correspondence is ob- 
viously confidential, and it was 
never intended to come to the pub- 
lic attention.”

A. P. Shaw, New Orleans, 
Chosen After Two Leading 
Candidates Withdraw.

COLUMBUS, O., May 13.—Dele- 
gates to the qualrennial conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
elected a compromise candidate, 


Alexander P. Shaw of New Orleans, 
as a Negro bishop today. Selection 
of Shaw, editor of the Southwestern 
Christian Advocate, came on the 
fifth ballot after the leading candi- 
dates, Willis J. King of Altanta, 
Ga., and W. A. C. Hughes of Phila- 
delphia, withdrew. Shaw succeeds 
Bishop Matthew W. Clair, Negro of 
Covington, Ky., who resigned. 

Dr. Harry W. McPherson, presi- 
dent of Illinois Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, Bloomington, Ill., led other 
candidates for the third white post 
of bishop to be filled by the confer- 
ence. Two were elected yesterday. 

Bitter debate over the proposal 
to indefinitely postpone the election 
of a Negro member of the board 
of bishops, made yesterday, caused 
suspension of voting until today. 

The new members of the board 
of Bishops previously chosen are 
Dr. Wilbur E. Hammaker, for 21 
years pastor of the Trinity Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in Youngs- 
town, O., and Dr. Charles W. Flint, 
chancellor of Syracuse (N. Y.) Uni- 
versity. 

They were elected on the fourth 
ballot, Dr. Hammaker receiving 
431 votes and Dr. Fiint 408, with 
372 necessary for election. 

In third place after the fourth 
vote was Dr. McPherson, who re- 
ceived 214 votes. Trailing him were 
Dr. John B. Magee of Seattle, 
Wash., with 133 votes; Missionary 
Bishop Edwin F. Lee of Manila, 
with 79, and Dr. I. E. Miller of Co- 
lumbus, with 75.

30 per cent less than the minimum 
standard needed for existence,” 

“Absolutely,” Dean Sweet inter- 
rupted. 

“And also,” Mrs. Cook continued, 
“she told us there were 2000 chil- 
dren who didn’t go to school be- 
cause they didn’t have the cloth- 
ing.” 

“Remember,” Dean Sweet said, 
“that was what we were told by a 
wom employed by the relief ad- 
ministration who was in charge.”

Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Governmenta] Research Institute, 
said the whole problem was being 
resurveyed so that the people of 
St. Louis could “say with one voice” 
what were the relief needs of the 
community. This had to be done, 
he said, to overcome the feeling of 
some that there were “chiselers” 
on the relief rolls. 

The Rev. Dr. Gibson said it was 
idle to talk of “chiselers” when 
the work opportunities had been 
pre-empted and there were not 
enough jobs to go around. 

The problem, he said, was one 
for the State to deal with,” but if 
the State government is so corrupt 
or so inept that we can’t even bring 
together the representatives of the 
people, so-called, then it becomes 
the responsibility of the city to han- 
dle it. 

“Now I’ve heard Ted Graham 
called a ‘paid agitator.’ I’ve known 
him for a long time, I know some- 
thing about his family. I know 
that he has never spent two bits 
for a meal in hig life. There is an 
almost monastic -.rigidity to his 
mode of living. You can talk about 
racketeering in the plasterers’ un- 
ion, maybe—those people have some 
money. But not in the American 
Workers’ Union. They had 300 peo- 
ple at a meeting the other night 
and when they took up a collection 
could

Rebukes City Jobholders. 

Dr. Gibson said the action of city 
jobholders in filling up the seats in 
the gallery overlooking the alder- 
manic chamber Monday when mem- 
bers of the American Workers’ Un- 
ion intended to occupy the gallery 
was a “cheap, shoddy political 
trick.” He was warmly applauded,

home over his head. He knew there 
was a relief problem, he said, be- 
cause 20 or 30 people call at his 
home every night, seeking jobs, or 
asking for food. But where to find 
the money? Who is going to pay 
the bill? 

That, Mrs. Cook interjected tart- 
ly, was something for the Board of 
Aldermen to figure out. “That is 
what you were elected for,” she 
said. “Of course, if you can’t solve 
the problem it is your privilege to 
say so frankly and resign.” 

Connett objected to the inference 
that had been drawn concerning po- 
litical considerations affecting re- 
lief administration, “Somebody said 
these people were asked how they 
voted when they applied for relief,” 
he said. “That is preposterous. It 
isn’t done and the social workers 
wouldn't do it if I asked them to.” 
Dean Langsdorf explained that the 
reference to politics concerned the 
handling of WPA jobs, and Connett 
replied that WPA would have to 
fight its own battles. 

Dr. Gibson engaged in a contro- 
versy with Connett over the policy 
of the Relief Committee in drop- 
ping 23,000 from the relief rolls 
last month in a group and then 
seeking to determine one by one 
whether they would have to be re- 
stored to the rolls. 

“Did you assume that they were 
malingerers?” he asked. “We as- 
sumed nothing,” Connett replied. 
“We just didn’t have the money.” 

“Well, I say to you that we have 
got to find the money, and you have 
got to help us,” Dr. Gibson an- 
swered. Connett said he thought 
the emergency appropriation of 
$75,000 now before the Board of Al- 
dermen would “birng order out of 
chaos.” . 

When Dr. Gibson’s resolution 
urging that the 23,000 be restored 
to the relief rolls as a group was 
carried, Connett remarked that this 
is a “free country.” 

“I've been trying for six or seven 
months to get money for relief,” 
he said, “but the public is getting 


tired of it. The man on the street 
is hardly interested in the relief 
problem. We have got to be hard 
about this, and get the relief rolls 
down to where the conscience of 
the community will demand that 
the money be provided.” 

“Did you ever try being hard on 
the sources which must supply this 
money?” Dr. Gibson asked. “Oh, 
that’s a theory, and this has a prac- 
tical side,” Connett replied. 

The meeting closed with an acri- 
monious note when Graham arose 
and denounced Connett as “a fine 
example of the Bourbons, who never 
learn.” He told, too, of how the 
American Workers’ Union has ob- 
tained food for those participating 
in its demonstrations, Groups of 
eight of ten, he said, had called on 
merchants, told them they were 
hungry, and would take the food if 
it was not given to them.

Merger of Two Auto Unions Is Said 

to Be Impending. 

Special to the Post -Dispatch. 

DETeOIT, Mich., May 13.—An- 
other chapter in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor fignt between 
craft and industrial unionism is be- 
ing written in the automobile in- 
dustry here, where it Was = an- 
nounced yesterday that a merger 
was impending between the inde- 
pendent Automotive Industrial 
Workers’ Association and the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers’ Union, an 
affiliate of the A. F. of L. 

The independent organization is 
set up on strictly industrial union 
lines. The A: F. of L. affiliate, 
though chartered with some con- 
cessions to the industrial union 
idea, generally recognizes the old- 
line craft jurisdictions. The mer- 
ger will be a victory for the indus- 
trial unionists, for organization of 
the automobile workers along craft 
lines has failed. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, opened his 
campaign for industrial unionism 
in the automobile industry last 
January in Cleveland with an at-

tack on the craft union structure 
championed by William Green, A. 
F. of L. president. Lewis spoke 
under auspices of the Cleveland 
Auto Council, composed of A. F. of 
L. units. His appeal to them was 
the same as the one he made earlier 
to the United Rubber Workers in 
Akron where he attacked the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. and 
advised vertical organization de- 
spite the A. F. of L. charter. He 
described the major automobile 
companies as “100 per cent auto- 
cratic, supplemented by smug pa- 
ternalism.” 

The fight focusses on Lewis and 
Green and the issue will come up 
again at the A. F. of L. convention 
in Tampa, Fla., this fall. If Lewis 
adds the automobile workers to his 
550,000 miners and nearly 500,000 
other supporters in the nine ma- 
jor unions, he may be able to carry 
the day for industrial unionism. 
Thus far the crafts have been 
numerically stronger in the A. F. 
of L. convention, Lewis having been 
able to muster only a third of the 
votes last year. 

Father Charles E. Coughlin, the 
radio preacher, played a consider- 
able part in the organization of the 
Automotive Industrial Workers’ As- 
sociation in Detroit last fall. 
Father Coughlin, Richard Frank- 
ensteen, general president of 
the association, which had its in- 
ception in the Dodge plant during 
the Automobile Labor Board’s col- 
lective bargaining elections, and 
other officers of the association are 
all strongly in fayor of the merger

Unable to attend the convention 
because a blood clot had necessi- 
tated the amptuation of his left leg 
and gangrene had appeared in the 
other, Dr. Mason listened by radio 
as a friend read his inaugural ad- 
dress. 

Earlier the convention had voted 
to install him, although the Judi- 
cial Council reported the asso- 
ciation’s constitution permitted the 
holding over by the incumbent 
president. 

“I move Dr. Mason be installed 
if he is alive tonight,” Dr. Edward 
M. Pallette of Los Angeles pro- 
posed: Another report arrived 
fromthe bedside: “They fear he 
may not live through the day.” 
On the platform, Dr. George E. 
Follansbee of Cleveland, chairman 
of the Judicial Council, nervously 
drummed his fingers, caught be- 
tween sentiment and legal pro- 
cedure. 

Then some of the tension was 
relieved. A hospital bulletin from 
Seattle said that Dr. Mason un- 
doubtedly would live for another 
24 hours. 

Dr. Pallette’s motion was called 
up. There was a chorus of “ayes,” 
then a wave of applause. 

“Fine,” said Dr. Mason, when he 
heard the news. He was elected 
a year ago. } 

Carrier of Common Cold Held to Be 
Chronic Sinus Victim. 

The theory that the human “car- 
rier” of the common cold is the vic- 
tim of chronic sinus trouble was 
reported to the convention today 
by Dr. Edward C. Sewall of San 
Francisco. 

Chronic infection of the sinuses, 
he said, is the reservoir from which 
epidemics of common colds arise. 
He explained that repeated colds 
gradually cause the sinus mem- 
branes to thicken. If this thick- 
ened membrane becomes diseased 
the comomn cold infection there 
tends to become chronic. 

Development of cataract in the 
eyes of more than 50 women who 
took dinitrophenol to reduce weight 
was reported by Dr. Warren D. 
Horner, San Francisco. He said 
their growth was surprisingly rapid, 
producing nearly complete blindness 
sometimes in a few weeks. 

Report on Birth Control. 

Birth control “propagandists” 
were blamed for an alarming slump 
in child bearing by educated fam- 
ilies and with failing to aid the 
poor whose cause they champion in 
a report by a special committee. 

The committee said its investiga- 
tion indicated “that at present the 
part of our population with the best 
education and presumably the most 
competent socially and economically 
is not reproducing itself and that 
birth control propaganda is par- 
tially. responsible for this condition.” 

It found “no evidence available 
to justify the broad claim that dis- 
semination of contraceptive in- 
formation will improve the eco- 
nomic status of the lower income 
groups.” 

There is “no evidence that exist- 
ing laws, Federal or State, have 
interfered with any medical advice 
which a physician has felt called 
upon to furnish his patients, but 
that clarification of the laws is de- 
sirable,” the report said. 

The House of Delegates voted 
“disapproval of propaganda di- 
rected to the public by lay bodies 
organized solely for the purpose 
of disseminating contraceptive in- 
formation without consideration or 
restraint.” It charged such organ- 
izations with creating “an entirely 
false sense of values with respect 
to the important functions of child 
bearing and parenthood.” 

Report on Paternity Test. 

The convention approved a re- 
port that -the blood grouping 
method of determining a child’s 
paternity does not show “with any 
degree of certainty that the child 
is an offspring of a certain adult 
or that the latter is the father or 
mother of the child.” The findings 
of the council on scientific assem- 
bly were referred, however, to the 
board of trustees for further ac- 
tion. 

The association’s House of Dele- 
gates approved a recommendation 
by Dr. H. A. Luce of Detroit, that 
character, motivation and other 
qualities in addition to academic 
training be made part of the re- 
quirements for admission to the 
practice of medicine. 

The House, at the urging of Dr. 
John F. Fitzgibbon, Portland, Ore., 
pledged opposition to any grants by 
the Federal Government of single 
short wave frequencies to any com- 
mercial concerns for emergency 
communication with physicians. Dr. 
Fitzgibbon said a move in that di- 
rection had been made in the West.

FORMER JUDGE ADVOCATES 
ADOPTION LAW CHANGES 


Would Place Transfer of Child 
Without Court Sanction Under 
Criminal Code. 

The State law prohibiting trans- 
fer of a child without sanction of 
Juvenile Court, the charge against 
Dr. and Mrs. Ludwig O. Muench, 
Wilfred Jones and Mrs. Helen Ber- 
royer on which they will be tried 
Aug. 3 at Kahoka, should be re- 
moved from the adoption laws and 
placed in the criminal code, in the 
opinion of former Circuit Judge 
Fred Hoffmeister, expressed yes- 
terday in a talk before the Insti- 
tutions and Agencies Committee of 
the St. Louis Community Council. 

“The section was placed under 
the adoption law,” Hoffmeister de- 
clared, “and it provides a penalty 
against anyone who assumes cus- 
tody of a child without getting an 
order for the Juvenile Court. It 
does not pertain particularly or 
specifically to adoption of children 
because it does not specifically re- 
fer to children for adoption. It 
concerns children in general.” 

Other proposed adoption law 
changes were discussed by Hoff- 
meister and Miss Mildred Hatch of 
the St. Louis Children’s Aid So- 
ciety, whose topic was “Social As- 
pects of Adoption.”

SEES AID TO PEACE 
NN FRENCH ELECTION 


Mt. 


Miss Mary E. Woolley, 
Holyoke College Head 
Visits St. Louis. 


Miss Mary E. Woolley, president 
of Mount Holyoke College, South 
Hadley, Mass., and an American 
delegate to the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference in 1932, believes 
the recent swing to the left in the 
French election is an encouraging 
contribution to the shaky peace of 
Europe, she told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday. 

Miss Woolley, who has had a long 
cureer as a peace,advocate and as 
a defender of the League of Na- 
tions, is in St. Louis for a two-day 
visit to meet Mount Holyoke alum- 
nae and to speak at a luncheon of 
bankers, lawyers and trust fund cf- 
ficers and acquaint them with the 
financial condition of Mount Hol- 
yoke College. 

Pointing out that Leon Blum, who 
has announced that he will assume 


the premiership of France on June 
1, has pacifist leanings, Miss Wooli- 
ley said that the rise to power of 
the People’s Front would make for 
a greater peace sentiment in France 
and probably help to _ relieve the 
tension between France and Ger- 
many. 
Comment on Italian War. 


She was unwilling to grant that 
the apparent end of the Italian- 
Ethiopian war would do much to 
dissipate the fears of a general 
European war, saying that the 
assertion by Italy “that right 
makes might” constitutes the 
greatest menace to peace in 
Europe today. 

The war and peace sentiment in 
the other principal European coun- 
tries she summed up as follows: 
The “desire for international un- 
derstanding” is greatest in En- 
gland; in Germany it is hard to 
tell what is going on, for although 
Hitler has repeatedly professed 
that he wants peace it is hard to 
say what really goes on in a dic- 
tator’s mind “because his principal 
thoughts and acts must all be con- 
cerned with saving his own face.” 

Stating that her own “faith in 
the power of the conference table 
is as strong as ever,” Miss Woolley 
said that “there must be some 
method for collective security be- 
fore permanent peace can come. 
We are too close neighbors to use 
force and not reason.” Citing the 
Hindenburg’s round-trip flight be- 
tween Germany and America, she 
said that “nations knit as closely 
together as that,” if they can’t 
agree to war-outlawing treaties, 
must at least go as far as indulg- 
ing in mutual “enlightened selfish- 
ness.” 

Sancity of Treaties. 


“We will never get anywhere un- 


less we trust each other,” she said. 
“The sanctity of treaties still lies 
at the bottom and is the basis of 
all peace. If we can’t believe in 
one another’s word we can have 
no peace.” 

Miss Woolley 
peace sentiment 


said she found 
in America con- 
stantly growing and thought this 
to be the case especially among 
young people and those in the col- 
leges. When there were peace 
demonstrations at colleges through- 
out the country last month there 
was no need for a “strike” at Mount 
Holyoke. Classes were dismissed 
and there was a student conclave 
or. peace assisted by the faculty.

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Appropriates Money to 
Prevent Shutdown of 
Commission and Fill Six- 
Week Gap. 


By the Associated Press 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 13.— 
The House last night sent to Gov. 
Horner the bill to appropriate 
$4,500,000 to keep the State Emer- 
gency Relief Commission stations 
open until July 1. The legislature 
voted April 29 to extend the life of 
the commission to that date. The 
House killed the Billman plan to 
provide relief after that date 
through creation of 102 new taxing 


districts, co-extensive with the 
counties of the State and with 
county board members as ex-of- 
ficio taxing officials empowered to 
levy a 50-cent property tax without 
a referendum. 

A long-term relief plan was pro- 
vided for the State, however, when 
Gov. Horner permitted to become a 
law without his signature the last 
of the Hickman-Lantz- Finn Bills 
returning relief administration to 
the townships after July 1. 

The vote on the appropriation 
measure was 110 to 0. Horner said 
last week that he would sign it in 
time to keep the relief stations 
open beyond next Friday, when 
present funds will expire. 

Supplement Sales Tax. 

The money will supplement 
$2,000,000 per month derived for 
relief from the sales tax. 

The Billman bills were killed by 
amendments striking the enacting 
clauses. The vote on the first of 
these was 84 to 25 and on the other 
four, 80 to 12. An hour and a half 
of debate preceded the vote, in 
which Republicans sided with Cook 
County Democrats against down- 
state followers of the governor. 

Gov. Horner twice personally ap- 
peared before members of the 
House and asked them to support 
the Billman plan, so-called because 
it was drafted by De Witt Billman, 
secretary of the Legislative Refer- 
ence League. 

Benjamin S. Adamowski, Chicago 
Democrset, offered the motion to 
kill the bills. He was supported by 
Minority Leader LeRoy Green of 
Rockford. 

Speaks for Governor. 

Speaking on behalf of the gover- 
nor, Representative Warren E. 
Brackhouse, Jacksonville Democrat, 
who sponsored the bills, pleaded 
with the Housé to permit a test 
vote on passage and not on 
Adamowski’s amendment. He was 
supported by F. W. Lewis, Robin- 
son Democrat, the governor’s floor 
spokesman. 

“These are not the Billman bills,” 
declared Richard E. Lyons, Liberty- 
ville Republican. “They’re’ the 
Horner bills. He wants to do in- 
directly what he hasn’t the courage 
to do directly—put on a  50-cent 
property tax. 

“All he has to do is call the State 
levying board, put on a 50 cent 
levy, take off the payrollers, and 
he can run the State. He could 
cut the sales tax and put that 
money into relief. That’s where it 
was originally intended for.”

Minneapolis Lawyer Filed for 
“Short Term”; Only One to 
Think of It.

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 13.—It ap- 
peared likely today that Guy How- 
ard, 53-year-old Minneapolis lawyer 
who never has held public office, 
would be elected United States Sen- 
ator from Minnesota next fall. 

Howard was the only candidate 
filing for the “short term,” Attor- 
ney-General H. H. Peterson ruled. 
The short term, overlooked by other 
aspirants to the seat now held by 
Senator Elmer Benson, extends 
from Nov. 3, the general election 
date, to Jan. 3, 1937, when the new 
Congress convenes, the Attorney- 
General said. This is because Ben- 
son’s appointment to fill the seat 
vacated by the death of the late 
Senator Schall ends with the gen- 
eral election. 

The ruling was in accord with 
Howard’s own contention, that 
there were both “short” term and 
“long” term senatorial posts to be 
filled next year. Peterson said five 
other candidates filed without spe- 
cifying either term, but it was com- 
mon knowledge their aim was the 
long term. Among the five was 
Gov. Floyd B.. Olson, Farmer-la- 
borite. Congressman Theodore 
Christianson, on the other hand, 
filed specifically for the long term.

After a couple of weeks 
of such unusual distances, it was 
found that the discus and _ shot 
that Barnett was throwing were 
under the normal weight of the 
standard junior discus and shot. 

Then, before Barnett could start 
practice on the regulation weights, 
he suffered an attack of influenza. 
When he came back to practice a 
few weeks later, he was unable to 
better 123 feet in the discus and 
45 feet in the shot. At one time 
he became so discouraged that he 
threatened to quit the squad, but 
his coach, Emil Wiggin, persuaded 
him to continue. Yesterday, the re- 
sult of his perseverance was the new 
discus record. Today, he will be 
aiming at the shot put mark of 56 
feet % inch set by Hilmer of Roose- 
velt last year. 

If Barnett fails to better that 
shot put mark this season, he has 
another year in which to break it, 
and also to improve his discus 
record.

The champion has been guaran- 
teed $45,000 exclusive of income tax 
amounting to about $10,000, which 
the promoters have agreed to pay.

Meantime, 
he plans to engage in at least one, 
probably two, bouts before his de- 
parture. He has closed with Mike 
Jacobs, New York promoter, who 
probably will match him with Tony 
Canzoneri, lightweight champion 
and conqueror of Jimmy McLarnin.

That Long Bike Race. 


READER writes his objec- 

tions to our comment about 
that local Qlympic road trial run 
off about 10 days ago.

About two wheel lengths 
separated the first five riders.

Our complainant answers in 
part: “Your remarks were en- 
tirely wrong and I wish to right 
you on them. The cyclists start- 
ed ‘jams’ frequently, but since 
the riders were the best in the 
St. Louis group no one could 
shake the remainder. 

“This was the first long race 
of the year so the riders were not 
at their best .... Your photog- 
rapher took pictures of the first 
lap only and that’s what you 
probably based your criticism 
on. For your benefit I will say 
there is never such a thing as a 
mutual agreement or any other 
form of crookedness among ama- 
teur St. Louis riders. You cannot 
compare amateur cycling with 
pro sports. I recommend that 
you apologize to the best of St. 
Louis’ riders for misleading the 
public about cycling.”

Joe Louts’ Ice 


Cold Nature 


Saved Him From Damage in 
His Bouts Among Amateurs 


By Damon Runyon 


(Copyright, 1936.) 
NEW YORK, May 13.—Joe Louis is ice cold inh the ring. 


Curiously enough, that trait 
punching power. 


also enters into the secret of his 


He never gets flustered, he never hurries. 
He takes his time finding out where to hit an opponent, how to 


hit him, and when to hit him. 


When he was an amateur, just 
disclosing the evidence of his tre- 
mendous punching power, they 
didn’t give Joe as much time as he 
has been taking in his professional 
fights. 

In those days of 1933 and part of 
1934, the other amateurs didn’t 
know he was Joe Louis. They re- 
garded isim as just a young colored 
boy, who had to be shoved out of 
their amateur path as quickly as 
possible. 

He could punch, yes. But who 
couldn’t punch among the ama- 
teurs? 

We say that Joe Louis’ amateur 
battles, and his earlier professional 
fights, were tougher for him by far 
than the half dozen big-time bouts 
on which his greatest fame is 
based. The amateurs and his early 
pro opponents weren’t hypnotized 
by Joe before they came into the 
ring. They piled on him, and tried 
to beat his ears down, just the 
same as if he were Joe Doakes, in- 
stead of Joe Louis. 

He Knows What Resin Smells Like 


A chap by the name of Johnny 
Miller, a fellow-townie of Joe’s in 
Detroit, bounced “the embalmer’”’ 
off the canvas half a dozen times 
one night, and gave him what-for. 
Three other amateur blokes, in- 
cluding Max Marek, licked him. 

This brown lad, now accounted 
one of the greatest fighters in his- 
tory, wasn’t any terrific sensation 
as an amateur. There have been 
many amateurs who created more 
talk as amateurs than Louis. He 
never had the amateur fame of Ed- 
die Egan, or Paul Berlenbach, or 
Armand Emanuel, despite his long 
list of knockouts. 

Of course, the fact that he is a 
Negro didn’t help him much in 
those days. You couldn’t have run 
fast enough to give a white pro 
manager a good Negro prospect in 
those days. He would have said: 

“What can I do with him? 
Where am I going to get any mon- 
ey with a colored heavyweight, 
when even the white ones are a 
drug on the market?” 

Until the coming of Joe Louis, 
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no professional manager could have 
been convinced that a_ colored 
heavy could be made a drawing 
card. If he was too good, the 
whites wouldn’t fight him. If he 
Was no good, what good was he? 

Of course they couldn’t ‘foresee 
an absolute phenomenon, such as 
Louis turned out to be. 


His early pro opponents were 
above the usua) type a manager 
picks out for a voung gladiator just 
coming along. They sound ordi- 
nary enough now, but they were 
tough enough for a beginner, al- 
though of course you must remem- 
ber Louis had been fighting ama- 
teurs who were probably better 
than the run of pro heavies when 
he started out. ‘ 


Had His Narrow Escapes. 


A fellow named Adolph Wiater 
almost flattened Joe one night. It 
was three or four rounds before 
Blackburn, working hard between 
rounds, had Joe fully awake again. 
They say Blackburn, in the begin- 
ning, wasn’t any too eager to accept 
the job of instructing Louis, be- 
cause he couldn’t see where they 
were going with a colored heavy. 

Old Jack had been with Tuffy 
Griffith, and Sammy Mandell, and 
other white fighters, and his long 
experience in the game had taught 
him that Negro heavies have a 
tough time finding steady employ- 
ment. But Louis could punch, and 
the public loves a puncher, white, 
black, yellow or green, and present- 
ly Louis was the fistic topic of Chi- 
cago. 

But he didn’t hit the real big time 
until Mike Jacobs moved him into 
New York for the Carnera fight, 
and incidentally that was right aft- 
er Natie Brown rolled his way 
through 10 rounds with “The Em- 
balmer.” WNatie at least has the dis- 
tinction of being the last man to 
survive Louis’ punching, for right 
after that Joe apparently added to 
it the hypnotic eye that froze Car- 
nera, Levinsky, Max Baer and even 
Old Paolino. 

Since the Brown fight, which was 
in Detroit a year ago March 29, 
only Carnera anc a chap named 
Roscoe Toles, out in Flint, Mich., 
have gone as far as six rounds with 
“The Embalmer.” He tried to call 
the knockout of Primo in five heats 
and he missed by one. He knocked 
out Baer in four, Levinsky in one, 
Paolino in four. 


Less Famous But More Dangerous. 


But he had fights the first year 
of his career that were a far bet- 
ter line on his punching power than 
the battles with Carnera, Baer, 
Levinsky and Paolino. In 1934, he 
knocked out Lee Ramage in three, 
and Charley Massera in eight, and 
this was at a time when these boys 
had growing reputations, and Joe 
Louis was just a fellow around. He 
has gone far since then. 

We remember that Johnny Miler 
who bounced Louis up and down 
as an amateur, when Miler was a 
contender for the Olympic light- 
heavy title in Los Angeles in 1932. 
We thought John was going places. 
Louis was still working for Ford, 
and had never been heard of. Now 
we don’t heer much of Miler. 

It just goes to show you what a 
punch, properly applied, will do.

MAN ONCE CONDEMNED TO BE 
SHOT IS NEW SPANISH PREMIER 


Former Minister of Interior Forms Leftist 
Cabinet With Only Two New Min- 
isters— Others Renamed. 


By the Associated Press. 
MADRID, May 13.—Former Min- 


ister of Interior Santiago Casares 
Quiroga, after nine hours of nego- 
tiations, formed a new Spanish 


Government today to take the place 
of Manuel Azana’s Cabinet which 
resigned upon the election of its 
leader to the presidency. 

The new ministry represented 
the same Leftist political lineup as 
the former Cabinet, but it includ- 
ed one new party, the Catalan Left, 
represented by Lluhi Esquerra as 
Minister of Labor. 

Casares Quiroga’s Cabinet re- 
tained virtually ali ministers of the 
Azana Government with only a 
few minor changes. 

Two men who never before were 
ministers were included—Bernardo 
Giner de Los Rios, Left-Republican, 
Minister of Communications, and 
Antonio Velao, Minister of Public 
Works, 

The new Premier, who also took 
over the War Ministry, has been a 
close associate of Azana, who be- 
came Premier after the Leftist vic- 
tory in the February parliamentary 
elections and was elected President 
Sunday to succeed deposed Presi- 
dent Niceto Alcala Zamora. 

The new Left coalition Govern- 
ment, expected to carry out the 
program formulated by Azana 
when he was Premier, was called 
to meet late today for its first ses- 
sion. 

Casares, 41 years old, came close 
to going before a firing squad 
just* before the republic was formu- 
lated in 1931. The wealthy lawyer 
has been a militant Republican 
throughout his life and he was 
among the first to cast his lot with 
the unsuccessful military rebellion 
which broke out in Jaca in 1930. 
Arrested by Monarchist soldiers, 
he was court-martialed and _ sen- 
tenced to be shot. King Alfonso, 


| however, commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment. He was re- 
leased from jail when the monarchy 
fell. 

In the first Republican govern- 
ment, when the present President, 
Azana, first served as Premier, Ca- 
sares was Minister of Marine. Later, 
he served Azana as Minister of the 
Interior, the portfolio which ¢om- 
mands the police power of the 
nation. In that post he was noted 
for the firmness with which he 
maintained public order. 

Twelve churches and _ church 
buildings were destroyed yester- 
day during anti-clerical outbursts 
at the town of Alcira, reports reach- 
ing the Governor of Valencia foday 
said.

ALLEGED JAPANESE SMUGGLING 
CAUSE OF CONCERN IN CHINA 


Customs Authorities Say Govern- 
ment Lost $2,400,000 in April 
From Illicit Imports.

SHANGHAT, 
experts reported today’ that unless 
alleged .Japanese—protected smug- 
gling in North China was checked, 
redemption of foreign loans would 
be affected seri§usly, legitimate 
trade destroyed and the Chinese 
Government authority injured. 

The report cited numerous inci- 
dents in which the experts said 
Japanese military intervention 
rendered Chinese customs control 
“abortive.” 

The customs authorities said the 


Chinese Government lost about $2,- 
400,000 in April alone when clandes- |

000,000 a year deficit, one-third the 
total of China’s annual customs rev- 
enue.

SENATE COMMITTEE 10 STUDY 
THREE-POWER NAVY TREATY 


Admiral Standley and Norman H. 
Davis Called to Tell of 
London Negotiations. 

WASHINGTON, May 13. — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee will consider the new three- 
Power navy treaty tomorrow. Chair- 
man Pittman (Dem.) said it would 
be approved quickly. 

Admiral William H. Standley, 
Acting Navy Secretary, and Nor- 
man H. Davis, head of the United 
States delegation which drafted the 
pact at London with ‘British and 
French delegations, will testify. 

The treaty, turned over to the 
Senate yesterday by President 
Roosevelt, provides for limitation 
of the sizes of ships in certain cate- 
gories, an exchange of building pro- 
gram information and  escupe 
clauses in the event of unforeseen 
developments, such as war or cer- 
tain construction by non-signatory 
‘powers. There is no limit on the 
number of ships. 

The Navy appropriations bill now 
in conference would provide for the 
building of ships intended to move 
United States naval strength nearer 
to authorized treaty strength. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, a “treaty strength” advo- 
cate, is virtually assured the chair- 
manship of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, succeeding the 
late Senator Trammel of Florida. 


FRANCE TELLS GREAT BRITAIN 
OF GERMAN FORCE ON RHINE 


Says It Is Composed of 56,000 Reg- 
ular Soldiers and 250,000 in 
Other Military Classes. 

PARIS, May 13.—France has in- 
formed Great Britain and Belgium 
officially, authoritative sources 
said today, that Germany has forti- 
fications and 300,000 “more or less 
armed men” in the formerly demil- 
itarized Rhineland zone. 

A French “Army general staff re- 
port said there were 56,000 regular 
soldiers and 250,000 members of 
other military groups in the region 
remilitarized March 7 after Ger- 
many denounced the Locarno pact, 
and fortifications already had been 
erected. 

This report, authoritative sources 
said, was given by French Minister 
of State Joseph Paul Boncour to 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony

Letter From A. F. 
of L. President Opposing 
Inflation—Says ‘I Can’t 
Vote for It.’

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Speak- 
er Byrns took the floor in_ the 
House today in the fight over the 
Frazier-Lemke farm mortgage re- 


financing bill, to read a letter from 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, op- 
posing passage of the measure, 
which provides for issuance of $3,- 
000,000,000 in new money to be lent 
at low interest rates. 

Green’s letter, the Speaker said, 
recited that the A. F. of L. execu- 
tive council now meeting in Wash- 
ington had gone on record as against 
the bill, “largely because of its in- 
flationary features.” 

“We know,” Byrns read, “that 
when inflation of the kind pro- 
posed in this bill is adopted, com- 
modity prices rise and wages stand 
still.” 

The Speaker’s appearance on the 
floor was a surprise move of the 
House leadership, which is fighting 
pasage of the bill. Byrns was greet- 
ed with applause, both before and 
after he had read the letter. 


“Would Vitally Affect Labor.” 


Green’s letter said a proposal to 
“print and circulate billions of cur- 
rency would vitally affect labor.” 

The executive council, Green 
wrote Byrns, is in thorough accord 
with all practical legislation to re- 
lieve the existing economic situa- 
tion among the farmers and is de- 
sirous of seeing them aided by the 
Government. 

The letter called on friends of 
fabor in Congress to vote against 
the bill. 

Byrns said that “as a representa- 
tive on the floor of this House, I 
cannot undertake to vote for a bill 
which discriminates against labor..’ 

He said the letter represents the 
“wishes and hopes of some 50,000,- 
000 people,” and that the wage-earn- 
ers of the country are vitally in- 
volved in the legislation. 

Backers Make Concession. 

A few moments before, in a move 
to break down opposition, Repre- 
sentative Boileau (Prog.), Wiscon- 
sin, told the House that supporters 
of the bill would offer an amend- 
ment to limit loans on farm lands 
to 80 per cent of the fair value of 
the lands. 

Members, he said, have argued 
against the bill because in its pres- 
ent form it would permit loans up 
to 100 per cent on farm lands and 
up to 75 per cent of the insurable 
value of improvements. 

Some Frazier-Lemke adherents 
have predicted the proposed change 
would win at least 40 more votes 
for their cause.

Byrns said to reporters that Dem- 
ocratic opposition expected to make 
no concerted drive to amend the 
bill, preferring a showdown on the 
legislation as it stands. 

Sound Money Speech. 

Closing debate got under way 
with an attack on the bill by Rep- 
resentative Reilly (Dem.), Wiscon- 
sin, who was the next to the last 
signer of a petition which forced 
the issue to the House floor. He 
spoke for sound money. If this is 
not an inflationary bill, Reilly said, 
why not issue $10,000,000,000 of 
printing press money and save all 
the mortgaged farms? 

“This bill will not help the farm- 
ers,” Reilly said. “Their problem 
is a price problem.”

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IRELAND BALANCES BUDGET 
BY ‘DRIVING PEOPLE TO DRINK’ 


Sean McEntee, Minister of Finance, 
Cheerfully Admits Charge; Di- 
rect Taxes Increase Rewenue, 

By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, May 
13.—Sean McEntee, Minister of Fi- 
nance, announced yesterday’ the 
Free State had a balanced budget, 
partly as a result of the large reve- 
nue from direct taxes. 

"They say,” said McEntee, “that 
we are driving the people to drink. 
We are. More than ever before is 
being spent on wines, spirits, tobac- 
co, entertainment, automobiles and 
gasoline as well.” 

He estimated the total revenue 
for the coming fiscal year as £30,- 
536,000 (about $152,500,000) and the 
expenditures as £29,948,000 (about 
$150,000,000). 

The Finance Minister said that on 
the face of these figures a cut in 
taxes was indicated, but that un- 
employment relief eradicated the 
surplus. 

McEntee said with further sav- 
ings in other departments—there 
was a surplus of £352,500 (about $1,- 


900,000) which he apportioned as 
follows: 

A farthing (% cent) per pound 
reduction in the sugar import duty; 
an increase on the income _ tax 
exemption to £60 from £50 for each 
child; abolition of the 5 per cent 
duty on imported newsprint. The 
Cabinet minister said he hoped to 
close the financial year with a sur- 
plus of £8000 ($40,000).

Hopkins Appears Before Come 
mittee Handling $2,3064,- 
000,000 Deficiency Bill.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A_ de 
cision of a Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee to call Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, Resettlement Administra- 
tor, and Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes to testify on the $2,364,229,722 
definciency-relief bill was an- 
nounced to reporters today by Sen- 
ator Glass (Dem.), Virginia. 

As chairman of the full commit- 
tee, he made the statement after 
Harry L. Hopkins, Works Progress 
Administrator, explained the activi- 
ties of the organization which 
would get $1,425,000,000 under the 
terms of the bill. Hopkins talked 
behind closed doors. The commit- 
tee has before it an amendment in- 
troduced by Senator Hayden 
(Dem.), Arizona, to give Ickes 
$700,000,000 in addition to amounts 
voted by the House. 

Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
said that Hopkins advocated that 
WPA workers be paid the wage 
rates prevailing for comparable 
private employment. He said Hop- 
kins explained that the system 
adopted last year, under which ree 
lief workers were paid less than the 
prevailing rates, had not worked 
out satisfactorily. 

Hopkins was asked to return te 
the committee room this afternoon, 

Heading a Republican assault in 
the Senate yesterday was Senator 
Vanderburg (Rep.), of Michigan, 
He asserted the existing setup 
could not be _ protected from 
“the consequences of political ad- 
ministration, prostitution and dur 
ess.” He offered a proposal to put 
the administration of relief into 
the hands of the states. 

Senator Robinson, the majority 
leader, rose quickly.

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Mr. Roosevelt's Misstatements. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE been shocked at the gross mis- 

statements made by President Roosevelt 
in his New York speech of April 25. He 
said, “I tell them that whereas the defi- 
cit of the Federal Government this year 
is about three billion dollars, the national 
income of the people of the United States 
has risen from 35 billion dollars in the 
year 1932 to 65 billion dollars in 1936.” 

Mr. Roosevelt says this year’s deficit 
is three billion dollars, but Mr. Morgen- 
thau, his Secretary of the Treasury, says 
that it is six billion dollars. Who is right, 
Roosevelt or Morgenthau? Mr. Roosevelt 
says the national income Was 35_ billion 
dollars in 1932, but Mr. Roosevelt's De- 
partment of Commerce says that it was 
$48,362,000,000 in 1932. Thus Mr. Roose- 
velt is wrong by some 13 billion dollars 
or his Department of Commerce is wrong. 
Mr. Roosevelt's statement that the na- 
tional income is 65 billion dollars in 1936 
cannot be challenged, for the year is not 
even half over and only crystal gazers 
can tell whether Mr. Roosevelt is right. 

Where did Mr. Roosevelt get his figures? 
Why did he understate the 1932 national 
income by more than 13 billion dollars? 
Why did he understate this year’s deficit 
by three billion dollars? 

These are questions to which thoughtful 
people would like to know the answer.

Report on Sherman Park. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE writer of the letter, “A Plea for 

Sherman Park,” evidently was not fa- 
miliar with the scope of work which 
this department is doing there. 

Thig Community center, as well as the 
grounds, has undergone more improve- 
ments this spring than it has since the 
city acquired it in 1917. So far this 
epring, some 400 trees have been plant- 
ed; a new telford driveway and curb- 
ing, about 1100 feet (which formerly was 
mothing more than a self-made path), 
was laid; 2200 feet of chat walks were 
laid, including one from Kingshighway 
and Cote Brilliante avenue, which for 
the past 10 years had to be approached 
by means of a slippery path or a board 
laid in the groove; 10 sets of stone steps 
were also constructed, one of them re- 
placing the only steps in the park, which 
were dilapidated wooden ones. 

On the Cote Brilliante side, the terrace 
Was graded and sodded and half tile 
put on the lower end to take off surplus 
water from the walk; on the Easton av- 
enue side, a retaining wall is being con- 
structed, also with a half tile on the in- 
side of the wall to drain water and keep 
the soil from.washing out on to the side- 
walk, which formerly was filled with 
mud. The entire grounds of the com- 
munity center are being revamped and 
will be landscaped. The terrace along 
Kingshighway was also regraded and 
godded, and a split tile gutter installed. 

All the baseball diamonds and tennis 
courts Were regraded and put in shape, 
and a short-wave radio school with a 
world-wide range was installed for those 
interested in indoor activities. 

This plot of ground and building was 
purchased by the city for a community 
center and never was intended for pic- 
mic purposes, as that district was very 
much in need of an organized center. 

The recreational activities have in- 
@reased some 40 per cent in Sherman 
Park, and, as a result of a study of the 
neighborhood, with a view to establish- 
ing @n adaptable program to suit that 
particular community, the facilities were

GERMANY THE BENEFICIARY. 
‘The outcome of Mussolini's African adventure is & 
cause for rejoicing in Germany as well as in Italy. 
The whole present European situation, in fact, seems 
made to order for the fulfillment of Nazi ambitions. 

Like Italy before the conquest of Ethiopia, Ger- 
many viewed itself as one of the Have-not nations. 
Mussolini’s war to obtain territory ana prestige for 
his people therefore was regarded by German lead- 
ers as something in the nature of a pioneering ex- 
pedition in their behalf. How would the other na- 
tions react to a determined effort at conquest? Would 
they move to prevent such an enterprise? Could 
they prevent it if they did try? 

The results have been altogether satisfactory for 
Germany, which has territorial ambitions of its own. 
The nations failed to act in harmony. Ethiopia, 
which the League sought to protect, collapsed in- 
gloriously. Only partial sanctions against the ag- 
gressor were imposed, and these, while a handicap, 
did not stay the conquest. All this is valuable in- 
formation for future Nazi guidance. 

The serious if not mortal wound that the League 
has suffered also is ground for German rejoicing. 
Hitler has denounced Geneva and all its works, early 
and often. He took his nation out of the League 
with a ery that it had been treated unjustly. Now 
that one Fascist dictator has successfully challenged 
the League, and brought it to the brink of collapse, 
his fellow dictator must feel himself justified. 

The disintegration of the Stresa front—formed by 
France, England and Italy against Germany—is an- 
other development to the Reich's advantage. En- 
gland and Italy are at swords’ points; France has 
the unhappy task of attempting to mediate between 
them. France and England, too, are no longer the 
devoted allies they were a few months ago. 

While Germany has sought to cultivate friendly 
feelings with England, it sheds no tears over the 
decline of British prestige in the world of diplomacy. 
If British influence cannot stop Italy, Berlin rea- 
sons, then it cannot stop Germany, a larger and more 
powerful nation. 

While the nations have been occupied with the 

Ethiopian crisis, Germany has improved the time by 
moving troops into the Rhineland, demilitarized by 
the Versailles Treaty’s terms. Had tha: action come 
at a period when the European scene was placid, 
the likelihood of its success would have been les- 
sened. Despite vigorous French protests, German 
troops remain in the Rhineland, and the prospect of 
measures in reprisal diminishes daily. 
Not least among the factors in the situation is the 
hope it rouses in Germany for restoration of colonies 
or other territorial acquisitions. If the nations ac- 
cept Italy’s conquest as an accomplished fact, Ger- 
many will have a precedent to cite in asking for 
territory through diplomatic channels, or to justify 
the use of force. 

The League’s attempt to check Italy by means of 
sanctions and a united front was welcomed by many 
observers as a dress rehearsal for what might be 
done if Germany’s militaristic government became 
an aggressor at some future time. If the attempt 
had been successful, that would have been an _ in- 
valuable result. Now that it has failed ignominiously, 
not only has an object lesson of great potential im- 
portance been lost, but the cause of collective security 
has been materially weakened. 

Throughout history, one war has bred another. 
Italy's successful war of aggression, it may be, will 
be recorded by future historians as opening the way 
to a similar war on the part of Germany. When 
democracies disagree, dictatorships benefit. Hitler, 
noting how Mussolini has benefited by the other na- 
tions’ failure to stand firm, must feel an inward sat- 
isfaction at contemplating things to come.

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HOW BRITISH JUSTICE WORKS.

On Oct. 14, Dr. Ruxton was arrested, charged with 
the murder of two women—his wife and a nursemaid 
—whose bodies had been found in a ravine known 
as “Devil's Beef Tub.” 7 

On March 2, he was brought to trial. 

On March 13, he was convicted and sentenced to 
be hanged on April 1. 

The jury was out an hour and two minutes. The 
Crown closed its case five months to the day after 
the doctor’s arrest. Execution was delayed by ap- 
peal to the Court of Criminal Appeal. 

On April 27, the Court of Criminal Appeal dis- 
missed the appeal. 

On April 29, the Court of Criminal Appeal fixed 
May 12 as the date of execution. 

On May 11, the Home Secretary refused to grant 
a reprieve. 

On May 12, yesterday, Dr. Ruxton was hanged in 
Strangeways Prison.

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ANOTHER KIDNAPER CAUGHT. 

Ceaselessly and efficiently, the work of the Fed- 
eral crime-fighters goes on, and another notorious 
criminal has been added to their list of captures. He 
is Thomas H. Robinson Jr., sought for more than 
18 months for the kidnaping of Mrs. Berry V. Stoll 
at Louisville, Ky., and arrested without resistance at 
Glendale, Cal. It was the fourth major capture with- 
in 11 days by Federal agents. In view of Robinson's 
shocking brutality toward his helpless victim, it is 
particularly gratifying to law-abiding society to know 
that he can now be brought to justice. 

Without public co-operation, the task of the G-men 
would be infinitely more difficult. This co-operation 
was forthcoming in the Robinson case, for it was a 
soda clerk at Pasadena who gave the alarm after 
the kidnaper, disguised as a woman, had aroused his 
suspicions. 

The recent record of the G-men in rounding up 
four notorious law-breakers—Karpis, Campbell, Ma- 
han and now Robinson—has done more than any 
other action could have done in confounding the 
critics in Congress who sought to block an in- 
creased appropriation for their bureau. Picking 
off kidnapers and other public enemies, one by one, 
they are proving that they give the country its mon- 
ey's worth. The sense of security their activities 
bring to the public and the consternation they cre- 
ate in the underworld cannot be measured in terms 
of dollars and cents.

Should former Gov. Ely of Massachusetts “take a 
walk,” as he is prepared to do, the Republicans will 
have made a prize catch.

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CONTINUE THE FIGHT. 

From a revenue standpoint, the St. Louis driver’s 
license ordinance “promises to be very disappoint- 
ing,’ Budget Director Arthur C. Meyers told the 
Missouri Municipal Association at Columbia yester- 
day. The tax, Mr. Meyers said, probably would pro- 
duce only about half the revenue anticipated. He 
added that it is “clearly a form of regulation that 
should be enforced under State law.” 

From a safety standpoint as well, the driver’s li- 
cense law would be far more satisfactory if it were 
a State measure instead of a city ordinance. Such 
a State law has long been sought. After many fail- 
ures, St. Louis last year adopted its own measure as 
the next best thing. It is obvious, however, that a 
local requirement falls far short of providing a means 
for controlling all the drivers who use the city’s 
etreets. 

From any standpoint, a State driver’s license law 
is imperative. The battle for this measure should 
be continued at the neXt session of the Legislature. 
St. Louis’ experience with its: local measure strength- 
ens the case for a State law. 

FLAG-SALUTE LAWS. 

Contending that the flag-salute laws violate cer- 
tain guaranties of the United States Constitution, 
a defense committee has been formed in Massa- 
chusetts and will carry one of the recent cases grow- 
ing out of such statutes to the Supreme Court if 
necessary. Laws compelling school children to salute 
the flag are not in keeping with the first amendment, 
guaranteeing religious liberty, and the fourteenth, 
forbidding states to deprive any person of--liberty 
without due process of law, it is asserted in a legal 
analysis prepared for the American Civil Liberties 
Union by two New York attorneys. 

Flag-salute laws never have been passed upon by 
the Supreme Court. In view of their adoption by 18 
states, and an apparent campaign to spread them 


still farther, such an appeal to the court as is con- 


templated would be useful and timely. 

Whatever the outcome of a court test, there can be 
ho question that the practical effect of flag-salute 
laws is undesirable. Patriotism is a virtue of good 
citizenship, but it cannot be cultivated by compul- 
sory practice of its ritual. In this connection, a re- 
cent statement by Prof. Eduard C. Lindeman of the 
New York School of Socia] Work is pertinent: 


The avowed aim of those who insist upon fore- 
ing children to salute the flag is to promote pa- 
triotism. Here lies the fundameénta) error. Pa- 
triotism is a sentiment which derives from love 
of one’s land; it thrives only in those who are 
free to strive to make justice prevail in the 
land which is loved. The net effect of mechanical] 
rituals ig to produce either fear and subservience, 
or carelessness and cynicism. 


The cause of good citizenship certainly is not ad- 
vanced by the practices that have come to light as 
various states attempt to enforce these laws. A court 
test of the legisiation cannot be made too soon.

The 1936 Platforms: 


HE writing of the Democratic platform 
T is going to present some very interesting 
~ questions. For no ingenuity of argument 
can disguise the fact that Mr. Roosevelt's 
record and the 1932 platform are deeply con- 
tradictory, 

It would be not only misleading but lack- 
ing in candor to deny this—to argue, for ex- 
ample, that of the specific pledges the great 
majority have been carried out, that only 
two or three have been violated. Even on 
this basis, it would be true that the pledges 
that have been violated—those dealing with 
the currency, the budget, centralization of 
authority and the expansion of bureaucracy 
—are immensely important. 

But the fundamental divergence between 
the record and the platform is in the meas- 
ures that were not even mentioned in the 
platform, They were not mentioned because 
in 19382 no one, not even Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self, was thinking about them. They are the 
measures, like NRA and AAA, which would, 
if the Supreme Court had not invalidated 
them, have laid the foundations of a new 
economic system planned and directed from 
The principles and the spirit 
of the 1932 platform are the absolute anti- 
theses of this whole section of the New 
Deal. 

I should not suppose any supporter of Mr. 
Roosevelt would attempt to deny this. 

a ue Aa 

That being the case, how are the authors 
of the platform of 1936 to treat this contra- 
diction? If they ignore it, the Democratic 
party will be open to the charge of insin- 
cerity, and even if it wins the election, it 
will have lost the confidence of many of the 
most enlightened and conscientious people of 
the country. Anything that the Democrats 
promised for the future would be greeted 
with cynicism, and the moral authority of 
the party would be profoundly impaired. 

There is an honest way to meet the issue, 
and that is to admit frankly that the record 
and the platform are at odds and to say 
then that the critical condition of the coun- 
try in March, 1933, was not anticipated in 
June, 1932. That would be true. Because 
it is true, it is a fair argument that emer- 
gency measures and experimental devices 
were justified even though they were not 
contemplated in the platform. 

But, and it is a very big but, this defense 
can be made only by men who sincerely be- 
lieve that NRA and AAA were temporary 
measures for an emergency. It will not be 
easy for the platform to make this defense; 
it will then have to explain how and why 
Mr, Roosevelt decided to treat these emer- 
gency experiments as permanent changes in 
the American economy. For there can be no 
doubt that some time after the summer of 
1933, he came to look upon NRA and AAA, 
not as temporary devices to relieve the crisis, 
but as the foundation of a new social order. 

It is evident that he sought to perpetuate 
them. It is well known that he would have 
perpetuated them had the Supreme Court 
permitted him to. It is common knowledge 
that he resented being stopped, that he con- 
sidered an amendment to the Constitution, 
that he did not propose an amendment only 
because it was made clear to him that it 
was impracticable. Above all, he continues 
to avow his belief in the main principles 
of these measures. 

Therefore, now that the emergency ts 
passed, the authors of the new platform can- 
not defend the discarding of the old plat-

form on the ground that there was an un- 
foreseen emergency if the President con- 
tinues to believe in these measures as per- 
manently desirable reforms. I do not know 
how they are going to deal with the prob- 
lem. They are confronted with the basic 
fact that the President has acquired a set of 
principles which he did not have in 1982. 
These principles cannot be squared with the 
platform of 19382. They cannot be squared 
with the traditions of his party. They can- 
not be squared with the law of the Constitu- 
tion. 

If the new platform is based on those 
principles, then it will have to propose a pro- 
gram for putting them into effect. It will 
have also to explain why, without a mandate 
from the voters, an effort was made to put 
them into effect and a permanent revolu- 
tion in the American economy was attempt- 
ed. On the other hand, if the platform is 
not based on those principles but goes back 
to 1932, then the President will be running 
on a platform which does not represent his 
current convictions, 

If this dilemma seems complicated, it is 
because Mr. Roosevelt is in the complicated 
position of a man who holds beliefs that are 
not the beliefs he held when he was elected, 
that have never before been the beliefs of 
the party which he leads, that cannot be 
put into practice without constitutional and 
social changes of the most far-reaching kind. 

Most particularly, he has never taken the 
people into his confidence and explained the 
radical change of his own views. If his po- 
sition is confused, it is because his practical 
judgment as a politician tells him that he 
cannot sponsor the principles whieh his 
heart now desires.

Mr. Roosevelt would be hopelessly beaten 
if he proposed specifically to do what he 
promises vaguely and in guarded generali- 
ties that he will do. From this confusion 
there is no escape except by a re-conversion 
of the President himself to the genegal so- 
cial philosophy which he had when he was 
elected. For otherwise, he will be teaching 
the people, as in ‘his Baltimore speech, to 
expect social changes which in practice he 
has no power and no mandate to carry out. 
What he promises as a prophet he will not 
be doing as a politician. 

The opposition, both within the Democrat- 
ic party and, of course, in the Republican 
party, has a clear duty to insist that the new 
platform should make it clear whether the 
President's new personal philosophy, his be- 
lief in a centrally regulated economy, is or is 
not to supplant his old philosophy, the prin- 
ciples of the 1932 platform. Partisan poli- 
ticians will, of course, move heaven and 
earth to blur the issue and avoid a clear 
avowal. But a clear avowal is necessary. 

This is no mere theoretical and academic 
exercise. It is a matter of the greatest prac- 
tical consequence that the people should 
know which way their leaders are going and 
that they should have the chance to decide 
whether that is the way they wish to go.

The most useless governmental unit now 
in existence is the county, and, singularly 
enough, it will probably be the last to be 
abolished.

LONDON SOCIAL SEASON 
NOW IN FULL SWING 


Covent Garden Opera House 
Opens—Many Dark Gowns 
Despite End of Mourning. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 13.—The first 
London social season of King Ed- 
ward the Eighth’s reign is in full 
swing. Opera-lovers flock nightly 
to the six weeks’ international sea- 
son at Covent Garden’s gilt and 
plush opera house, the nation’s lat- 
est works of art draw the world 
of fashion to the royal academy in 
Piccadilly, and “debs dances 


brighten the grim mansions of May- 
fair. 

As strident trumpets of Wag- 
ners “Die Meistersinger” overture 
heralded the season’s gpening, at- 
tendants in knee-breeches and white 
powdered wigs slammed the doors 
of the Royal Opera house. Late- 
comers had to seek solace amid 
fruit and vegetables of the adjoin- 
ing markets. 

Yet Director Sir Thomas Beech- 
am is being lenient this year: He 
allowed traffic-jammed mayfairites 
an extra seven minutes to reach 
their boxes on the opening night 
before setting the five-hour long 
performance under way. 

Quiet Audience. 

When at last he took up his 
baton, the house was so stilled that 
music critics afterward remarked 
that an opera overture had actual- 
ly been heard above the chattering 
of a Covent Garden first night 
audience, 

Very different, this, from the 
memorable occasion two years ago, 
when one cf the most distinguished 
and fashionable audiences in the 
world was shamed into silence with 
a “shut up you!” from that same 
conductor’s chair. 

Most noticeable change this sea- 
son is the appearance on corners 
of the heavy red curtains of the 
initials “E VIII R” in place of the 
long famliar “G. V. R.” but Britain’s 
mourning royal family was not 
represented in the gold-crowned 
royal box. Not that opera has ever 
been really popular with British 
royalty; older music-lovers recall 
Queen Victoria’s oft-quoted opin- 
ion that Tosti’s “Goodby” was the 
best “piece” ever written. 

Tiaras are fewer than ever and 
jewels Have almost entirely given 
place to flowers in most feminine 
toilettes. 


‘Dark Gowns Predominate. 
Despite the Buckingham Palace 
edict that mourning should not be 
worn after Easter except by those 


closely connected with the court, 
dark gowns predominated. 

Opera-lovers and officials alike 
winced when Lady Diana Cooper, 
disregarding the notice on her tick- 
et, “evening dress is indispensable,” 
strolled through the foyer in a black 
day hat, dress and coat, with gloves 
and handbag, as if she had just 
dropped in from a shopping tour. 
Wide-eyed debutantes wondered if 
this set a new fashion.

Heirs of Fred J. Kern, former 
Illinois Congressman and newspa- 
per publisher of Belleville, whe 
died Nov. 9, 1931, have filed a 
schedule of property in the County 
Court at Belleville valuing the es- 
tate at $54,664 for State inheritance 
taxes.

TO AMEND PENSION LAW 


Governor 
Can 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 13— 
Gov. Horner last night asked the 
General Assembly, in special ses- 
sion, to amend the Old Age Pension 
Act to qualify for Federal aid by 
establishing State supervision. 

Nine bills were introduced in the 
House to make the pension act con- 
form with Federal requirements 
and to amend the State’s blind and 
mothers’ pension laws to obtain 
Federal aid. 

Holding that pension amend- 
ments could be considered by the 
session on relief, the Governor sub- 
mitted to both houses the letter 
from Chairman John G. Winant of 
the Social Security Board denying 
Federal funds to match the maxi- 
mum State pension of $15 monthly. 

“It is entirely logical,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should be assured of ade- 
quate State control.” The present 
act provides for “home rule.”

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NAZI COURTS BAR CUT 


Employer Cannot Dismiss 


Worker for Mere Economy 
Either. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 13. — Wages of 
German business employes undergo 
many cuts between payroll and 
pay envelope, through taxation at 
the source, compulsory insurance 
deductions and party dues. Nazi 
authorities, however, see to it that 
employes are safe from arbitrary 
or unfair treatment by employers. 
The authority of employers has 
been severely curtailed. 

An employer cannot dismiss a 
worker for mere economy. A Des- 
sau court decided in favor of a 50- 
year-old employe, discharged after 
eight years of service. A counter- 
plea that the man had refused to 
accept a lower paid job elsewhere 
was disallowed, the Court holding 
that a man of 50 had a right to a 
certain standard of life acquired on 
the basis of former earninge. 

The Reich’s Supreme Labor Court 
has decreed that privately paid pen- 
sions shall not be reduced or dis- 
continued, unless it be proved that 
the company paying them is in 
imminent danger of bankruptcy 
thereby. 

“The employer shall rather con- 
tent himself with smaller profits, 
or with no profits at all,” the rule 
declares. A man’s pension, once 
allowed, is invulnerable except in 
the most urgent circumstances, even 
if he has additional sources of in- 
come.’ 

Another recent court finding is 
that an employe must not be en- 
ticed away by another firm offer- 
ing higher wages. 

Such cases, it is reported, have 
been frequent recently in the Rhine- 
land, the employes concerned be- 
ing highly skilled men. As a con- 
sequence, industrial employers at 
times found themselves unable to 
fill foreign orders, because they 
had been deprived of specially qual- 
ified workers. If such men desire 
to change jobs, they must first con- 
sult their local labor authority, the 
Court ordains. 


HOPKINS BARS ARMED GUARDS 
AND SPIES IN WPA WORK 


Seeks.“Fair and Friendly Relations” 
With Employers and Forbids 
Use of Blacklist. 

WASHINGTON, May 13. — An- 
nouncing ‘a policy of “fair and 
friendly relations” with WPA work- 
ers, Harry L. Hopkins today or- 
dered state administrators not to 
use armed guards to maintain order 
and not to “spy on workers.” 

Although Hopkins declined to 
comment on his order, WPA work- 
ers in New York City and Alle- 
gheny County, Pennsylvania, had 
protested against several of the 
practices now forbidden. 

Forbidding his field staff to 
blacklist any workers or groups 
of workers, Hopkins said: “This 
administration will not permit any 
discriminatory practices that may 
operate to work harpships on un- 
employed persons because of their 
beliefs, organizational activities or 
affiliations.” 

The order also said: “The main- 
tenance of order is the function of 
the local and state governments, 
and if protection is necessary in 
connection with WPA activities it 
should be secured from the regu- 
lar police force of the locality. 
WPA funds shall not be used for 
the employment of armed guards.”

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PSYCHOLOGISTS 
ON MOTOR ACCIDENTS 


Inattention to Driving Thought 
to Be Responsible for 
Most of Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 13.—Failure 
of motorists to pay attention 
their driving was held most often 
responsible for automobile acci- 
dents in a poll of more than 230 
members of the American Psycho- 
logical Association, made public 
here. 

After inattention, the scientists 
ranked “psychological factors” 
causing accidents in the following 
order: Lack of judgment, reckless- 
ness, thoughtlessness, slow wits, 
“love of speed” and excitement. 

Alcoholics were designated by 
a majority of the psychologists as 
the “special type of driver more 
likely than others to cause acci- 
dents.” Next in order, in this cat- 
egory, came the immature, nervous, 
mentally slow, “ruthless,” subnor- 
mal and “anti-social.” 

Twenty-one of those who an- 
ewered questionnaires circulated by 
an insurance company held women 
the most dangerous type of driver. 
Nine said men. Over-courteous 
drivers cause the most accidents, 13 
others replied. 

Psychological Tests. 

Psychological tests to deter- 
mine in advance the drivers most 
likely to cause accidents were be- 
lieved to be feasible by 165 out of 
179 psychologists who answered 
this question. Two hundred and 
nineteen advocated further psychol- 
ogical research as an aid to acoi- 
dent reduction. 

By almost two-to-one the psychol- 
ogists voted that safety could be 
promoted better by making the 
driver conscious of danger to him- 
self than by appealing to his rec- 
ognition of danger to others. 

A plurality of replies favored ed- 
ucation in school to promote care- 
ful driving. Other measures were 
ranked in this order as to effec- 
tiveness: rigid enforcement of 
traffic regulations, awakening of 
consciousness of obligation to fel- 
low man, later education, punish- 
ment, literature inspiring fear. 

Many of the psychologists who 
advised strict traffic law enforce- 
ment recommended that statutes 
first be modernized in accordance 
with findings of careful scientific 
research. 

Other Comments. 

Other comments included these: 

“Lack of social consciousness can 
hardly be remedied in adults.”—Dr. 
Lucian H. Warner, New York City. 

“Maximal removal of hazards by 
State highway departments.”—Drs. 
Herbert T. Toops and Seth E. Ha- 
ven, Ohio State University. 

“Persons with high accident rec- 
ords should be required to practice 
driving under the supervision of a 
‘specialist in accident prevention.’ 
This is the procedure used by the 
Boston elevated railroad in dealing 
with accident-prone motormen.”’—~ 
Dr. H. D. Kitson, Columbia Univer- 
sity Teachers’ College. 

“The example of Milwaukee 
should be followed—a school for 
drivers, compulsory for offenders, 
for obtaining licenses.”——Dean Ed- 
ward M. Weyer, Washington and 
Jefferson College. 

“Many persons who may be safe 
drivers in the day time should be 
barred from the roads at night be- 
cause of peculiarities of vision.”— 
Dr. R. 8. Woodworth, Columbia. 

“Rigid traffic enforcement, to 
save lives and not to collect fees, 
hardly has been tried in this cown- 
try as yet.”—-Dr. Edward K. Strong 
Jr., Stanford University. 


WALLACE SUGGESTS HALF CENT 
PROCESSING TAX ON SUGAR 


Says it Would Compensate for 
Loss of Levy by Invalida- 
tion of AAA. 

WASHINGTON, Hay 13.—A half- 
cent a pound processing tax on 
sugar was suggested yesterday by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
in a letter to Chairman Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi, of the Senate 
Finance Committee considering new 
tax legislation. 

Such a tax, he said, would re- 
place the loss to the Government 
of the processing tax of the same 
rate provided by the Costigan- 
Jones Act, a part of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act invalidated 
by the Supreme Court. 

The proposed tax of 50 cents a 
hundredweight on sugar, raw value, 
would compensate the equivalent 
reduction in statutory duty upon 
Cuban sugar made at the time the 
former processing taxes became ef- 
fective. 

Wallace estimated the yield 
from the tax and the duty would 
total $102,000,000. Without the tax, 
the Treasury receipts from this 
source would be $36,000,000, com- 
pared with $76,000,000 average in 
the three-year period before 1933, 
he said,

(Blind Joe) Pannell, a 41-year-old 
ex-convict, is held here for arraign- 
ment in proceedings to remove him 
to Denver, Colo., where he is want- 
ed on a charge of robbery and for 
questioning about several other 
crimes.

In addition to several other rob- 
beries, Ladd said Pannell was 
wanted for questioning connec- 
tion with the ambush and killing 
of Schwartz Nov. 23, 1935. Pannell 
is called “Blind Joe” because his 
right eye is sightless. 

About $15,000 of the securities 
and jewelry stolen from Schwartz’ 
office were found in a glass jar 
buried near the municipal airport 
in Denver months after the rob- 
bery. Later $10,000 worth of bonds 
were found in a .Denver storm 
sewer. 

Schwartz was killed with  shot- 
guns by two men who waylaid him 
near his apartment after the rob- 
bery. 

Pannell and Edward Lynch were 
accused of going to a “fence” in 
Kansas City who negotiated with 
Schwartz for the return of about 
$5000 worth of his jewelry and se- 
curities. Later Pannell and Lynch 
were arrested at Mexico, Mo., but 
were released before the sheriff 
learned they were wanted in Den- 
ver.

25 JUDGES EXPECT TO QUIT 
CHICAGO BAR ASSOCIATION 


Statement of Withdrawal Being 
Prepared After Charges of Un- 
seemly ne Activity. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 13.—More than 
25 Judges of the Circuit and Su- 
perior Courts in Chicago plan to 
withdraw in a body from the Chi- 
cago Bar Association, it was dis- 


closed today, because the associa- 
tion has charged nearly that many 
with unseemly political activity. 

None of the Judges was willing 
to be quoted, explaining that a 
meeting yesterday pledged them to 
secrecy, but they confirmed reports 
that a statement of withdrawal had 
been drafted. 

When 29 Judges met behind 
locked doors yesterday, a test vote 
was taken showing 28 of them for 
withdrawal. Another meeting was 
called to sign the statement. 

The bar association has cited 22 
Judges to appear before it on 
charges of unethical conduct, spe- 
cifying that the 22 took an overly 
active part in the April primaries. 
Resolutions of the Circuit and Su- 
perior Courts forbid a Judge to 
take part in any campaign except 
his own. The strongest penalty 
which could be imposed on the 
charges in question is expulsion 
from the association. 


GENERAL STRIKE IN ATHENS;

poard of Education following the 
poard’s action last night in fixing 
the general school.tax rate for 


1996 at 85 cents on the $100 valua- 
tion, the same rate in effect for 
13 of the last 15 years. 

A resolution by Henry P. Schroe- 
der, board member, calling for 
restoration of all or part of the 
pay, particularly in the lower brack- 
ets, was referred to the Finance 
Committee last night, with a re- 
quest for a report at the June meet- 
ing. 

It has been estimated that a re- 
turn to the old salary scale would 
cost $900,000 a year, or somewhat 
Jess 

Schroeder's resolution asserted 
that the board should be in favor 
of maintaining a “proper” salary 
scale in order to have high stand- 
ards of personnel and that the 
poard’s financial condition had 
reached a point warranting at least 
partial, if not complete, elimination 
of the reduction. It added that ex- 
penditure of larger incomes by the 
4000 school employes would benefit 
taxpayers generally, in the circula- 
tion of money. 

As anticipated, the majority of 
fhe Finance Committee recom- 
mended the &5-cent tax rate and 
Chairman Richard Murphy submit- 
ted a minority report, advocating a 
reduction to 83 cents. The minority 
report was defeated, 8 to 4, and the 
majority report adopted by the 
same vote. Those voting for 83 
cents and against 85 cents were 
Murphy, Schroeder, Emil J. Barth 
and John J. Sheahan. Barth and 
Schroeder explained their votes by 
calling attention to the expectation 
that the board would close its fiscal 
year, June 30, with an excess of 
$1,600,000 in cash above immediate 
needs 

Reports received by the board 
showed that in the first 10 months 
of the fiscal year receipts from all 
sources had been $9,954,409, _ al- 
though the year’s budget had 
counted on income of only §$9,770,- 
932 for the full 12 months. Com- 
paratively little income will be re- 
ceived in May and June. In nearly 
every item of revenue receipts so 
far have exceeded expectations for 
the year. 

The gross tax rate in St. 
for 1936 probably will be $2.77 on 
the $100, the same as last year., As 
anticipated, the Board of Educa- 
tion fixed its bond sinking fund 
rate at 2 cents last night. This is 
a decrease of 1 cent. A bill is pend- 
ing in the Board of Aldermen to 
increase the city sinking fund rate 
by 1 cent, making the total munici- 
pal rate $1.75. There has been no 
change in the State rate, 15 cents.

U. S. Cuts Tariffs, France Eases 


in Trade Treaty 


bacco, and Radios in 


Paris Government Allows More Autos, To- 


Return for Reduced 


Duty on Luxury Items. 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—Out- 
right tariff cuts by the United 
States and a partial lifting by 
France of restrictions against 
American goods are included in the 


French-American reciprocal trade 
treaty, signed May 6, details of 
which were given out yesterday. 
France agrees to open its mar- 
kets to increased quantities of 
American fresh apples and pears, 
leaf tobacco, some types of auto- 
mobile, canned salmon, logs and 
lumber, silk hosiery, agricultural 
machinery and tractors, radios and 
refrigerating apparatus, These are 
included in a list of 44 items for 
which present French import 
quotas are enlarged or new ones 
established. , 
France also agrees to 19 reduc- 
tions in duties and to continue ex- 
isting rates on a number of other 
articles. ; 
In return, this country agrees to 
lower existing tariffs up to 50 per 
cent on such French products as 
certain types of wine, brandy and 
lace and other so-called “luxury” 
articles, embracing in all 77 items. 
On champagne and other spar- 
kling French wines a new duty of 
$3 per gallon was agreed on in- 
stead of the old rate of $6. Simi- 
larly, the duty on vermouth was 
reduced from $1.25 per gallon to 
62'%4 cents; on brandy, cordials and 
liquers from $5 per gallon to $2.50, 
and on still wines containing 14 
per cent or less alcohol in contain- 
ers of less than one gallon, from 
$1.25 per gallon to 75 cents. 
Because of the present political 


situation in France, significance is 
attached to one article of the agree- 
ment, providing for modification 
or termination on 30 days’ notice 
should the relative value of the cur- 
rencies of the two countries change 
so widely that the industries or 
commerce of either would be preju- 
diced. 

Among French concessions is an 
assurance that purchases of leaf 
tobacco by the French tobacco mo- 
nopoly for the 1936 season will not 
be less than $3,200,000 in value or 
20,500,000 pounds in weight. This 
amount is 10 per cent more than 
France bought last year. French 
tobacco purchases in this country 
have been declining. 

France also undertakes to con- 
tinue the present treatment of 
American motion picture films, 
guaranteeing that no new measures 
will be taken to place them in a 
position less favorable than at 
present in comparison with French 
films or other foreign movies. 

Secretary of State Hull agrees in 
a letter to the French Ambassador, 
which is part of the pact, to recom- 
mend to Congress the removal of 
the customs tax now applied against 
coal or coke originating in French 
Indo-China. This tax is applied in 
accordance with the revenue act 
providing for extraordinary duties 
against coal from countries which 
sell more of that commodity to the 
United States than they buy here. 

The State Department estimates 
the French concessions will affect 
one-fourth of the total American 
exports to France. France will 
benefit on one-third of its imports 
to the United States.

BILL REPORTED IN SENATE | 


ARCHBISHOP GLENNON SPEAKS 
ON RUSSIA, GERMANY, MEXICO 


Tells Council of Catholic Women to 
Defend Church, Home and Edu- 
cation Against Attack. 


Archbishop Glennon discussed 
conditions in Russia, Germany and 
Mexico yesterday in a sermon 
opening the archdiocesan conven- 
tion of the Council of Catholic 
Women at St. Louis Cathedral. 

On the subject of unity of pur- 
pose among women, the Archbishop 
said unity may exist among the 
women of Russia, “because behind 
every woman is a sword to drive 
her where the Soviet Government 
wants her to go.” In contrast, Arch- 
bishop Glennon said, unity of Christ 
and his people “is a unity that binds 
in bonds of common faith, hope 
and love.” Catholic women of to- 
day could well follow the standards 
of the early Christians, he assert- 
ed, defending the institutions of 
church, home and education against 
attack. 

With reference to conditions and 
edicts in Germany and Mexico, the 
Archbishop said: “We are at the 
parting of the ways as to whether 
the home, the school and the mar- 
riage bond shall be maintained, or 
whether the promiscuous life, athe- 
ism and black night shall settle on 
our people. It is for you to join 
hands, work for one another and 
for the church in one grand move- 
ment that shall be articulate of 
Catholic faith and service.” 


KIDNAPED U, $. MISSIONARY 
STILL ALIVE IN MANCHOUKUO 


Letter Bearing Signature of Priest 
Is First Proof in Many 
Weeks.

MUKDEN, Manchoukuo, May 153. 
—A Chinese letter bearing the sig- 
nature of the Rev. Clarence Joseph 
Burns today gave the first proof 
in many weeks that the kidnaped 
American missionary still % alive. 

Report to the Mary Knoll mission 
at Ossining, N. Y., last March, 
stated Manchoukuoan bandits were 
holding Father Burns on a snow- 
capped mountain peak, and that he 
had been well treated. He was 
kidnaped on Feb. 5. 

The United States consulate gen- 
eral announced two Chinese letters 
had reached Fushun, one of them 
carrying the priest’s signature. Ne- 
gotiations for his release continued, 
with United States authorities hold- 
ing new hope of early success. 

A month ago a native Christian 
convert was reported to have 
reached Harbin with an offer from 
the bandit chief to release Father 
Burns if pursuing troops were with- 
drawn.

Since the double itself had 
advertised about three and a half 
honor tricks, he could, of course, 
know the North-South combined 
hands had a total of approximately 
six honor tricks which, by the Cul- 
bertson “rule of eight,” left the op- 
ponents with a maximum of about 
two and a half. Certainly it should 
have required no great vision on 
his part to see that a game either 
in no trump or in Bouth’s best suit 
was a 10 to one chance. His one 
no trump response could have been 
based on nothing more than two 
stoppers in the doubled suit, spades. 
How he could expect his partner 
to realize that it actually was based 
on & generally good hand was a 
mystery that only he could solve. 

On a spade opening by East 10 
tricks were an absolute laydown 
and, as a matter of fact, reasonably 
good play would have brought home 
11. After winning the lead South 
could run four diamonds and four 
clubs, leaving only four cards in 
each hand.

Mrs. Nelson Cunlitt 
Made a St. Louis 
Hotel Profitable 
When Men Man- 
agers Failed.

HATEVER it takes to be A 
Werecesstu hotel manager, Mrs. 

Nelson Cunliff must have it. 
Instinctively. Without experience, 
without a moment's $=~warning, 
straight from her own apartment 
house menage, she assumed the 
management of a 400 room apart- 
ment-hotel that had become so run 
down and deeply in the red it was 
about to be closed. Within a short 
time she made it a going concern, 
making money for its bondholders, 
and within two years has restored 
it to its original status as a popular 
family hotel. 


“They let out three of the most 
important executives, the manager, 
auditor and catering manager, at a 
moment's notice. I was told to come 
in and sit on the job for a week 
until they could replace these men. 
That was two years ago. I have 
been here eVer since,” recounted 
Mre. Cunliff. Attired in smart 
springlike green flowered crepe she 
was seated on the terrace overlook- 
ing the sunken garden at the south 
of the hotel at West Pine and Eu- 
clid, enjoying an after-breakfast 
cigarette. Genial is the word that 
best describes her. 

“The way it happened,” she re- 
called, “my husband found himself 
appointed managing director of two 
hotels in receivership, being reor- 


ganized under bondholders’ commit- 


tees. He couldn’t be two places at 
once, so he delegated me to repre- 
sent him here. I had already acted 
for him in the redecorating and re- 
furnishing of another hotel-apart- 
ment house of which he had been 
made director under the same emer- 
In three months time I 


do 
the same thing here. I was only to 
pretend to be manager for a few 
days. When they began firing 
requisitions at me, it rather took 
my breath away, but I had to pre- 
tend to be manager, go through the 
motions, so before I knew it I had 
taken hold. . 

“T remember those first requi- 


sitions. So far as I had ever thought 
of it, those things just appeared in 
hotels without anybody ordering 
them. I got no assistance from the 
discharged executives, needless to 
say, as they had already departed, 
and little co-operation at first from 
remaining disgruntled employes. 
. + ~*~ 
éé OWEVER, I had ordered 
H tninss in. my own home. I 
began thinking in house- 
keeping terms much multiplied. 
Buying 20 to 30 tons of coal per 
day was somewhat different in de- 
tail from ordering that amount for 
a whole season, but the principle 
was the same, watching the corners, 
using the same economy when buy- 
ing for 400 families as when buying 
for one family. 

“Naturally I was offered a great 
deal of volunteer assistance from 
salesmen. I was beset and be- 
sieged by them. I informed them 
no change in dealers would be made 
until I had studied the causes and 
sources of waste that had brought 
.the hotel to its plight. I found it 
was not the fault of the salesmen 


so much as of the buyers for the 
hotel, the entire disregard of spend- 
ing for anything substantial. Noth- 
ing had been replenished. There 
were vacant apartments piled so 
high with broken furniture you 
couldn't get into them. Dishes were 
broken, linen ragged, carpets so full 
of holes it’s a wonder there hadn't 
been damage suits by people trip- 
ping over them. What wasn’t brok- 
en had disappeared. An itinerant 
hairdresser reported to me an apart- 
ment down the street furnished en- 
tirely with Forest Park Hotel be- 
longings, silver, linen, evervthing 
marked with the hotel emblem. I 
investigated and found it was even 
so. An employe was stocking up 
preparatory to getting married. 
‘Had you neglected to supply your- 
self with anything?’ I asked when 
I had examified the loot. ‘Yes, 
ma’am,’ he said. ‘I’m short a few 
Blankets. I expected to stock up 
on those before cold weather.’ 


“We got a workhouse sentence for 
him which had its discouraging ef- 
fect on any other prospective good 
providers. 


“The entire building had to be 
refurnished and _ redecorated. I 
made surveys and plans and sub- 
mitted estimates of costs to the 
bondholders’ committee. A budget 
was drawn up to include operating 
expenses and needed repairs and 
refurnishing. Then I was told I 
would also have to figure out ways 
of earning that budget. Well, suf- 
fice it to say, the hotel has been 
refurnished and every department 
is earning money except the din- 
ing room, which is paying expenses. 
Hotel dining rooms never do more 
than that. They are provided mere-

My father, 

I remember, did 

not like calves’ brains, buttermilk 

and cottage cheese, and I am sure 

that is the only reason that I do not 

eat them. I know about their in- 

gredients and am sure they have 

many virtues, which I can recom- 

mend to others. I also know from 

experience with other people that 

they must be quite delicious, but I, 

at least, am outside the charmed 

circle and will never be able to in- 

dulge. 

I have learned to conquer most 
of my early table prejudices, which 
were many, because back in the 
"80s we had a pretty restrict- 
ed diet, limited mostly to bread 
and butter, meat and potatoes, milk 
and cereals, apples and eggs. I was 
fortunate enough to marry a wom- 
an. whose family had entirely dif- 
ferent table habits from mine. She 
taught me to eat spinach, tongue, 
cauliflower, cucumbers, _ kidneys, 
broccoli, fennel, slaw, fish of sev- 
eral kinds, and carrots. I still 
can't go doughnuts at breakfast, 
liver except in very small quanti- 
ties, or beets, ditto. But I recog- 
nize that this is simply a prejudice 
of mine, not based on any logic or 
reason. People are constantly writ- 
ing in to me saying that this or 
that food that I recommend is a 
poison. The basis of this must be a 
prejudice acquired at the family ta- 
ble in youth. 


Overcome. 

On my part, I taught my wife to 
like diamond-backed terrapin, green 
turtle soup, Philadelphia pepper pot, 
snails, eel and rutabaga. 

The prize story I know was told 
me by a man on a steamer going to 


Italy, when we were watching the 
natives of Gibraltar selling octopus 
(which I have tried to eat and which 
is just like a piece of garden hose), 
who told me that in the Maine 
woods he once ate skunk with great 
relish. African travelers find it dif- 
ficult to eat monkey flesh, although 
I understand a nice, young, tender, 
baby monkey is perfectly delicious. 
I once tried to persuade a farmer 
and his wife in a rather isolated 
community in California to eat arti- 
chokes. But he answered, “Oh! no, 
we never eat strange foods.” 

Besides family tradition, food prej- 
udices are caused by religious ta- 
boo. In my experience, most Catho- 
lics hate fish, and most Jewish peo- 
ple love pork, which shows how con- 
trary the human mind is. 

A certain amount of prejudice of 
this kind strengthens your moral 
fiber, but carried to extremes it may 
do enough harm that it actually 
results in a deficiency diet.

M a woman tells me. “Actual- 

ly I have hardly known 

him for the last two years and 

more.
